Isabella to Sylvester. The ordinary has 
also issued a statement showing that the 
buildings at Isabella owned by the county 
cost only about $8,600.

THE QUESTION 


Believed Bibb County Will 
Decide on April 20 as 
Day.

Constitution Bureau 467 Second Street, 
Macon, Ga., March  5.—(Special.)—The 
Bibb .county democratic executive com- 
mittee has been called to gather in the 
county court house at noon Saturday 
next, March 12. 

The indications are that the 
campaign here will be a warm one and 
that for some of the positions there will 
be a number of candidates in the field. 
Hon. J. H. Heard is chairman of the com- 
mittee and the call was issued by him 
today after he had discussed the political 
situation with other members of the com- 
mittee. 

The primary for the selection of candl- 
dates for the various county offices will 
be the feature of the coming meeting of 
the committee. Up to the pronouncement 
of the call at noon but little attention had 
been given a primary, though of course 
it was generally understood that there 
would be one. After the call aspirants 
for positions began debating a date for 
the nominations and it was soon apparent 
that there was a diversity of opinion 
among those who may be brought into 
the campaign. Quite a number of those 
taking part in the discussion advocated 
April 20, the same date as that for the 
state primary. While there will be some 
opposition to April 20, the indications 
are that the county executive committee 
will make its call so as to conform with 
the call issued by the state executive 
committee. 

More Freight Car Robberies. 

Macon, Ga., March 5.—(Special.)— 
Wholesale robbery of box cars and the 
existence Of a gang of well organized 
thievés was developed in police court this 
morning when Judge Nottingham asked 
Claude Clements, George Jones and Wil- 
liam Clayton, three draymen, for a bond 
in the sum of $500 each. 

For some time past the railroad com- 
panies have been lodging complaint al- 
most daffy at police headquarters and 
along with the complaints descriptions 
of large quantities of merchandise. Shoes 
by the box, clothing of all kinds, hats 
and groceries were recorded by the list- 
ing officer at headquarters as among the 
merchandise taken. 

At first the detectives were at sea. All 
the oldtimers, every one of the fresh 
suspects were watched closely and care- 
fully, but. nothing could be found indi- 
cating a solution of the smooth work 
being pushed along with unusual vigor 
for thieves.

It Is Nol Headed, 
the Georgia Senator, 


Clay Also Alleges That Ex-Secre- 
tary Root Holds the Same Views. 
Concerning the Philippines 
as Are Maintained by 
the Democrats. 


Washington, March 8.—There was an 
interesting exchange of views in the sen- 
ate today, between Mr. Nelson and Mr. 
Hale. The Minnesota senator, in thé 
course of a brief colloquy with Mr, Pat- 
terson, expressed the opinion that there 
is such a commonality of interest on the 
part of the United States, Great Britain 
and Japan as to protect, China against 
dismemberment. To this’ gtatement Mr. 
Iiale objected sharply, saying that the 
} position of the United States in the pres- 
ent war is that of néutgality. 

The naval bill againm.occupied practic- 
ally all the @gne of the senate, but while 
the amendment coficerning a nava! train- 
ing station on the Great Luekes was 
technically the pending: question, it 
scarcely was mentioned. The discussion 
today was entirely on political lines and 
Was participated in by Messrs. Hale, 
Depew and Nelson, on twze republican 
side; by Messrs. Gorman, Clay, Martin, 
Patterson and Bacon on .he democratic 
side. 

Clay Takes Issue. 

Mr. Clay tvok issue with the conten- 
tions of Messrs. Lodge and Depew as to 
the necessity for a strong fighttnmge sea 
force to keep the United States out of 
war. He did not criticise the additions 
so far made to the navy, nor the carrying 
out of the plans of the pending bill, but 
he could not agree that there were to 


De no relaxations. No country, he said, 
is challenging us, or questioning our po- 
sition on the Monroe doctrine. Our rights 
were secure, he contended, if we properly 
preserved the rights of other nations. 
He did not believe that theTfe was any 


i! danger of war with Germany, but nothing 


was so aikely to make trouble with other 
powers 
of many ambitious men. He claimed that 
ex-Seeretary Root now held the same 
views concerning the retention of the 
Philippines as were maintained by the 
democrats, 

Mr. Clay also. contended that there 
should be a congressional committee to 
investigate expenditures in the depart- 
ments, saying that no business lial wvu@d 


jet business involving milliomp drift along 
as congress was doing. Byyfeicised the 
policy that led to the %@™%penditure of 
$207,000,000 annually for war and re- 
fuses to erect public buildings In .Wash- 
ington that woyld save rents of $300,-

Mr. Martin (dem.), a member of the 
committee on naval affairs, defended the 
bill and called attention to the fact that 


of the, navy as promised by the Dill. 
Martin for Great Navy. 

“We must have a strong navy,” he 
said, and he instanced the recent ex- 
pansion of the United States as furnish- 
ing the reason for this necessity. 

He referred to the possibility of France 


and Great Britain being drawn into the 
Oriental war because of their respective 
alliances with Russia and Japan, ‘and 
while he did not believe that the United 
Sfates would become fnvolved in the im- 
brogiio he did not! conisder it the part of 
wisdom to Be. unprepared. Mr. Depew 
said that the Georgia senator could not 
separate the ex-secretary from the repub- 
lican party on the Phillppine question, 
as wodld be found when Mr. Root’s full 
views were known. The American people 
are not quitters, he said, but they hold on. 
He did not believe that any one living 
would see our relations with the Filipinos 
diminished. 

Mr. Wilson referred to our naval iIn- 
fluence in he east, saying that with this 
country, Great Britain and Japan all 
united in support of an open door in 
China there was no danger of the dis- 
memberment of China. All, too, were 
hostile to the absorption of Manchuria. 
He did not believe that there was any 
formal alliance, only mutuality of inter- 
est.

Chairman Brown has been considering 
the matter of the ticket, and had he not 
been quite sick during practically the 
entire week, would doubtlesg have had it 
ready by this time. Mr. Brown was too 
sick yesterday to be at his office, but is 
somewhat improved and expects to be out 
thig week. As soon as he can do so he 
wil] take up the matter of preparing the 
ticket and it will doubtless be ready to be 
€iven to the county committees by the 
middle or the latter part of next week. 


Many Delegates To Be Named. 

Governor Terrell has received a letter 
from Captain D. G. Purse, of Savannah, 
president of the Interstate Cane Growers’ 
Association, requesting him to appoint 
delegates to the coming‘ interstate sugar 
cane convention to be held at Jackson- 
ville, Fla., May 4 to 6. The governor 1s 
requested to name five delegates from 
each county in the state, making a total 
of about 700. Before making’ these 
arpointments Governor Terrell will confer 
with Hon. Harvie Jordan, of Jasper 
county, who takes a deep interest in 
agricultural matters, and who gave 
valuable assistance last year in the 
appointment of similar delegations,

These in- 
structions included the usual printed 
rules and an Official copy of the ofder 
fixing February ! as the day for the 
return of all property values.

In a community (or district), composed 
of 170,000 people, 8,000 of whom live in 
Clayton, 22,000 in Cobb and 150,000 in 
Fulton, it seems to me it would be fair 
and democratic for the committee to per- 
mit these 170,000 people—!00,000 at least 
are democrats—to have a voice in select- 
ing their senator. 

When a United States senator ts to» be 
chosen the democrats of the state cast 
their ballots at a democratic primary 
and determine who shall serve them tn 
this capacity, just as all other candi- 
dates are selected, except in the case of 
a State senator, ang why should a distinc- 
tion be drawn here? Cannot the peo- 
ple be trusted to decide at the polls who 
they would have to represent them in 
the state senate? 

Fulton county pays about one-seventh 
of the entire taxes of the state. It is 
the great financial, commercial and man- 
ulacturing center of the state. Her in- 
terests are great and important, and it is 
due to her people that they should be 
fairly and ably represented. In fact, 
Fulton should have, based upon popula- 
tion, three senators, and based upon tax 
payments, six senators all the time, in- 
stead of oné senator occasionally. But 
since it is Cobb’s or Clayton’s “time” 
why not let the people of the whole dis- 
trict decide? 

If Mr. Blalock, Mr. Blair or any other 
democrat gets a majority of the votes 
cast, let Fulton's delegates then be in- 
structed to vote for him. 

Let the democratic voters at their _pri- 
mary on April 20, decide who they want 
to serve them in the state senate, and 
they will be satisfied. Let them vote 
direct for Mr. Blair or Mr. Blalock.

Taxes wax high and men grow wise and 
callous.

Coal and Iron Company Reorganizes. 

The Ivey Leaf Coal and Iron company, 
with large holdings iu Walker county, 
has recently been reorgadized and incor- 
porated with capital stock of $500,000. 
Messrs. Ramsey and McCormack, of this 
city, have recently purchased a controll- 
ing interest in the company from Walter 
Moore, W. C.. Shackleford and RB F. 
Moore and will largely increase the out- 
put. Messrs. McCormack and Ramsey 
are men of large means and have a prac- 
tical knowledge of the coal and iron in- 
dustry. 

Lead Mine Discovered. 

A lead mine is the latest discovery of 
the valuable metals in Alabama. L. F. 
Ruse, an expert from Chicago, claims 


that he has discovered a mine of won- 
derful richness in the western part of 
Calhoun county, and has secured options 
On 2,800 acres of land in that section. 
He has had a ton of the ore analyzed 
and obtained 656 1t-2 pounds of pure lead 
from it. The shaft from which the ore 
was obtained was sunk only 8 or ten 
feet. 

The Birmingham Railway, Light and 
Power Company, the most progressjve 
corporation in the district, will issue 
$10,000,000 of 4 1-2 per cent bonds for 
the purpose of retiring present $6,000,000 
at 5 per cent, leaving balance ih thes 
treasury for imnfediate improvements. 
The travel has increased so rapidly that 
double tracking has become almost 4 
necessity. 

The past week has been good weather 
for the farmers and they have been busy 
preparing and planting truck gardens. 
Load after loaq of seed potatoes bought 
ifrom the merchants have been hauled 
out by them, at high prices paid to the 
north and western farmer when they 
could have been raised at home.

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|EFFECT OF FIRE AND WATER. 


Financiers Do Not Contemplate Sub- 
jects Lightly. 


(From the New York Letter to The 
Philadelphia Press.) 

It is also remembered here that just 
preceding the outbreak of severe indus- 
trial and financial distress, as in 1837 
and especially in 1873, there were de- 
structive fires involving enormous dead 
loss of property, complete annthilation 
of true capital, as well as the destruction 
of great sums of actual cash that had 
been burned up. Many of the financiers 
of a generation ago traced to the Chi- 
cago fire of 1871, and the Boston fire of 
1872, a part of the causes that led to the 
financial panic of 1873. These conflagra- 
tions were not solely responsible for the 
papic of 1873, for over-speculation, a 
then irredeemable paper currency and ex- 
pansian beyond the ability of the sur. 
plus capital of the United States to jus- 
tify it, combined to cause that distress. 

Just as the country seemed to be con- 
valescing there come these two reports, 
strangely enough, upon the same day. 
One, that war is begun whose end no 
prophet can foretell, and the other that 
many millions of property is absolutely 


tonsumed, permanently lost tn the city of 


Baltimore. No doubt Baltimore wil] re- 
cover as rapidly as did Boston and Chi- 
cago, but the effect of a dead loss of this 
kind upon the whole country must be 
long continued. ; 

Sometimes it has been said that the TIni- 
ted States has no reason for concern if 
Russia and Japan do come to the clash of 
arms. That, however, {gs not the opinion 
of abler men of affairs tn this city. There 
may be for a time that feverish. unnatur- 
al and special demand for American prod- 
ucts which will quicken our markets, but 
the ultimate effect of a war of this kind, 
no matter how short it may be, ts sure to 
be demoralizing and some of our finan- 
ciers would be glad if they could be as- 
sured that the conflagration could _be 
maintained within the limits of the Far 
East. 

None but the international financiers 
realize fully to what an extent interna- 
tional finance was demoralized bv the war 
with South Africa, or understand that not 
until the balance of England’s war debt 
has been financed can it be said that nor- 
mal conditions have returned. But now, 
in view of the relations between Great 
Britain and Japan and the political situa- 
tion in Europe, no one dares predict here 


the month or the year when England will 
have permanently financed the balance of 
that war debt. So that it has seemed that 
new complications may arise. There is 
no fear that the United States may be- 
come physically, so to speak, involved tn 
these troubles and yet there igs our agree- 
ment with Korea and it is not impossible 
that Korea may appeal to us in the name 
of that agreement. 


Barber Shop Diseases. 


(From American Medicine. ) 

The transference to his customers, by 
means of his hands and instrumerts of 
Many parasitic skin diseases has long 
been recognized as one of the unnecess 
sary accomplishments of the neccssaré 
barber. Among these affections are sv- 
cosis, impetigo, seborrheic alopecia and 
furunculosis that is more or less chronic 
im type. Dr. Graham Chambers states 
that during the past five years impetigo 
circinata has been very prevalent in To- 
ronto, scarcely a month passing witkout 
an outbreak of from two to thirty cases, 
generally traceable to a common source. 
The barber shop is so commonly the 
source that he designates the disease as 
‘barbers’ impetigo."’. Quite recently Dr. 
W. A. Hardaway has called attention to 
& point which he believes, and we thirk 
rightly, has been buf little realized by 
the medica! profession. Thaf is the fre- 
quency with which carbuncles are ac- 
quired in barber shops. lie nas seen 
Many cases of carpuncle in which the 
evidence of this means of tfranniission 
was to him indisputable. The relative 
importance of this serious affection as 
compared with the other diseases men- 
tioned needs scarcely to be impressed. 
For the prevention of contagion in bar- 
her shops, Hardaway beiieves ihai we 
will be forced to rely upon an educated 
public opinion rather than upon compul- 
Rory laws directed against the parber. 
He recommends that each patron of a 
barber shop provide himself with a box, 
containing his own brush and comb, a 
small package of a»sorbent cotton, and 
a 5-per cent car€olic acid solution. The 
barver will then wipe his shears or 
clippers with the solution, and use the 
patron’s cOmb and brush. Fo@¢ the man 
who shaves, his own soap, cup and brush 
are necessities. These suggestiors are 
sensible. To carry them out properly 
means some inconvenience. but it is 
worth while, especially to the aged and 
debilitated, or to those suffering from dia- 
betes or similar diathesis. Physicians 
attcnding such patients should exteng to 
them a warning in this regard, 
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AN SHOPS 
ARE ENLARGED 


Capacity Has Been Almost 
Doubled in Last Few Months, 


More Than 900 Men Are Employed, 
and Cars and Engines Are Re- 
paired for the Road’s Use. 
Description of the 
Shops. 


The capacity of the Southern raflroad 
shops in Atlanta has been almost doubled 
within the past few months, the exact 
percentage of increase being 70. 

Nine hundred men are now employed 
in these immense shops, which means 
that about 4,000 people are directly sup- 
ported by the payrolls of the Southern, 
and this without including the great 
office forces maintained in the city, the 
crews of the trains, and the round house 
which is operated out on North avenue 
and which accommodates a large num- 
ber of engines requiring many men to 
handle them, 

This great improvement has been ac- 
complished without the public being in 
any manner aware that there Was any- 
thing out of the ordinary in progress aft 
the “South shops,” as they are called 
by the road people. Quietly and silently 
the officials of the Southern have worked 
on the matter until now there are very 
few shops in the United States that can 
equal these for thoroughness of equip- 
ment and for amount of work turned out 
daily. Some of the local Southern offi- 
cials were not aware until a day or so 
Bince that these changes had been made 
mand none of the laity knew a@anything 


about it. 

A rough summary of the improvements 
4s as follows: The mach*tne shop has been 
increased in capacity from 10 to !7 en- 
gine pits and the length of this shop 
has been increased 180 feet; a new black- 
Smith shop has been built, the structure 
being 150 feet long; a new boiler shop 
has been added, its dimensions being 175 
by 90 feet; a new grinding room is in op- 
eration, a new engine room constructed 
pnd the transfer table pit has been 
Jengthened to accommodate the new 
tracks which have been laid all over the 
grounds, 

In all of these buildings vast quanti- 
ties of new machinery have been installed 
costing thousands upon thousands of dol- 
lars, and the entire place gives the im- 
pression of newness, although there is 
much of it that has been in operation 
for several years. It is impossible to give 
any adequate idea of the immensity of 
the thing in a written article, and only 
certain features of more immediate pub- 
lic interest will be described here, 

Through the courtesy of Master Me- 
chanic W. H. Hudson, J. Lee Edwards, 
of the Southern, and the representative 
of Thé Constitution were yesterday 
shown all over the plant. 

The shops are located on ‘Windsor and 
McDaniel streets and the buildings and 
yards cover many acres of ground, From 
end to end the place is a continuous 
performance of hustling humanity, puff- 
ing engines, throbbing machinery and 
noises of able-bodied dimensions. 


Description of the Shops. 

At the main entrance to the grounds 
stand: the two-story Office building. In 
this ig the abode of the master mechanic 
and his clerical force. Leaving this house 
and turning to the left there is a plat- 
form covered with parts of engines, cast- 
{ngs, grate bars, springs, pins and so 
forth. To the right of the platform is 
an open space completely covered with 
wheels, arranged in close formation side 
by side; the are newana old ones in the 
different rows and it is from these—seveér- 
el thousand in number that the engnifeés, 
passenger coaches, freight cars and Pull- 
mans are daily supplied with necessary 
wheéls to take the place of those which 
@re damaged in the use of the rolling 
etock. It is said that this vast number 
of wheels, apparently sufficient to run 
mot only every car in the state, but every 
lunatic asylum as well, is only about one 
day’s full supply. All this and other 
material used in the shops is received 
on the first track that enters the grounds 
and is unloaded in the places designated. 
From there it is taken up by air cranes 
and carried to the different rooms wher- 
ever it is needed. 

The fixing of the wheels on axles by 
hydraulic pressure is one of the sights 
that proves most interesting to One not 
accustomed to it. Near the door of the 


| chines, of all varieties, 
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machine shop is a hydraulic machine 
where this Work is done. The hole in 
the wheel is bored out to the precise 
size of the end of the stee] axle upon 
which it is to be placed. A Variation of 
@ fraction of an inch in this would cause 
the axle to burst the wheel, if too large, 
and the wheel to come off, if too small. 
The axie is painted with some com- 
pound to prevent the metal of the axle 
and the wheel from fusing under the im- 
mense pressure, the end of the bar ia in- 
serted in the Opening in the Wheel, the 
machine is started and in less time than 
it requires to describe the proceas that 
axle has got a wheel on the end of it 
that {[t can't get a divorce from even in 
Dakota. In another place the big driving 
wheels used on the engines were belng 
prepared. One pair that were being 
worked on yesterday had worn the sur- 
faces of their tires out of exact align- 
ment, both of them were slowly revolv- 
ing in a great lathe and the tools were 
cuttiigz them Into the prect Fihape that 
is considered de riguer in engine circles. 
Their welght was enormous, but it ap- 
peared to be only a good joke in the es- 
timation of the crane to grab them by 
their ears and yank them into position 
to have thelr faces washed and thelr 
hair combed properly. The lathe is known 
as a double-head steel-tired wheel lathe; 
the Visitors were introduced to it and 
exchanged cards «with 4t, so there is no 
mistake in the name. Seventy new ma- 
have been in- 
stalled recently, and what can’t be done 
hy some one of them isn’t done at all 
anywhere, There are attachments On 
them that can tell when fhe first cat~- 
bird will holler this spring and the price 
of cotton next fall. Many of them ar6 
said to be very high-toned and if a 
freight car wheel is placed in a machine 
made to grind Pullman wheels it will 
squeak and groan until the workmen 
come and rectify the mistake. 


The Egine Room. 

A large addition has been made to 
the engine room of the shops, and in 
this room is the great engine that fur- 
nishes the power for the plant. Two 
great air pumps are busily at work 
supplying the compressed air that runs 
the traveling cranes, cools the buildings 
and furnishes conversational powers to 
the workmen. In the same room is a 
dynamo and engine combined, which has 
a horse-power of 125. <A beauiful mar- 
ble switchboard stands near and on this 
are the little polished handles and levers 
that are used to make the big dynamo 
be g0Ood and do its work. Two new 
boilers have been placed in position also 
in a room adjoining the engine room. 
Close to the power rooms is the tool 
room, one of the most interesting things 
on the grounds. In this department are 
kept the thousands of tools used in all 
parts of the shops, and the system 
adopted to keep tab on the tools is 
quite successful. When a workman, re- 
quires anything from this room he 
presses a button near his station and it 
rings a bell in the too] room, where an 
indicator shows the number of the man 
Who rang. Instead ofethe workman |os- 
ing five or ten minutes’ in making a 
trip after the tool desired, a boy chases 
around to his station and ascertains what 
is needed and takes it to him. The 
workmen are supplied with a bunch of 
brass tags, numbered, and when a tol 
is removed one of these tags is hung 
in its place. When the closing hour ar- 
rives it is easily determined just what 
tools each workman has in his posses- 
sion, and for them he must account if 
they are not returned at the proper 
time, 

There is a new heating plant in the 


shops, and on the coldest days the build-: 


ings, though somewhat open in construc- 
thon, can be kept perfectly comfortabie. 
The main feed pipe of the heating system 
is 3 or 4 feet in diameter and supplies 
an immense volume of hot air. In sum- 
mer these pipes supply cool air, and the 
fans that operate them are seldom idle 
for a2 moment. 

There is an air hoist that travels the 
entire length of the main building, and 
whenever it is needed it is only neces- 
sary to puil a cord and the holst comes 
speedily tu the point where it is want- 
ed. 

A new pit in which to deprive a guilty 
engine ot its wheels is one of the most 
important changes that has been made. 
Heretofore it has always peen necessary 
to induce an engine to stand still over 
a pit while the workmen Siyly jacked 
up its heaving frame and shipped the 
trucks from under it. By the wew 
method the engine will be led to think 
it is being run over the pit merely for a 
rest and the usual massage treatment 
given engines that are tired from a long 
run, and when it reaches the proper 
spot its whees will suddenly drop to the 
bottom of the pit, while the workmen 
will stand back ang give the engine the 
horse-power laugh. Tnis device will save 
much time and temper in handling the 
heavy machines. 

The Latest Machinery. 

In the new boiler shop ample space has 
been provided and the latest machinery 
has been placed in position. Here there 
are tnousands of tubes piled in heaps; 
they are coverd with whitish-gray dirt 
and rust, the accumulation of months and 
years of contact with the boiling water 
surrounded them.

dirt and rust have been removed, heated 
and a section about ten inches long weld- 
ed on them, making them new for all in- 
tents and proposes. There is just a little 
noise in the boiler shop. Should a 1!3- 
inch gun be exploded there during the 
busy hours it is doubtful if it would at- 
tnact the attention of any of the men and 
if it did they would merely think some- 
body had hit a rivet an extra hard swat. 
at has ceased to be the proper thing to 
drill holes in anything at these shops— 
they punch them. ‘There is a large com- 
pressed air punch there that ought to be 
in the prize ring. Bars of iron or steel of 
any desired thickness are placed in posi- 
tion under this machine and with practi- 
cally no bluster it takes a plug out of 
them tn the twinkling of a flirt’s eye. At 
the other side of the same machine is a 
knife that bites off any size sections re- 
quired by the workmen. 

The blacksmith shop is not like those 
seen on the roadside of country villages, 
where two poo® mules wait in the sun- 
Shine tilk the grimy smith gets ready to 
drive nails into their shoes. There is a 
steam hammer in this particular black- 
smith shop that strikes a blow of 2,000 
pounds, For the pleasure of the visitors 
the master mechanic had the operator to 
touch it off on a piece of wood placed on 
the anvil beneath, and the force and rap- 
idity of the blows was such that in a 
second almost the wood was as thin as 
a cigarette paper and smoking furiously. 

In the Woodshops. 

Extensive wood shops are in full blast 
and in them much work is done. While 
looking over this department the hose 
tha§ supplies air for the cars and other 
things was accidentally turned open and 
it blew shavings around so fast that they 
formed a drift at one end of the room 
and it was necessary to dig out two 
workmen who were caught in the storm. 

These shops do not make engines or 
cars, but they do practically all the re- 
pairing that is needed by the rolling 
Stoek of the road, south of the shops at 
Spencer, N. ©. All kinds of cars are in 
the yards undergoing repairs, and there 
are enginés thera from nearly every di- 
vision of the road. The work is done with 
great speed, and an engine that appears 
to be all gone to the bad can be taken 
there and sent out as good as new in a 
few days. Great numbers of them were 
there yesterday, in all stages of repair. 
Some were mere shells, with all their 
machinery taken off; others were nearly 
completed and were receiving their finish- 
ing touches in the way of paint and var- 
nish. Switches are also mended, signal ap- 
paratus fixed up, and every variety of 
work, save actual new construction, is 
carried on. 

Near the entrance is a storehouse con- 
taining all the smaller things essential to 
the operation of a railroad system, and in 
this storehouse is carried a stock estima- 
ted at a valuation of between $90,000 and 
$100,000. 

Engines are kept fired up all the time, 
and it is possible to send out a special 
train in from thirty to sixty minutes af- 
ter a message is received calling for one. 
It is a strictly business place out there 
and no foolishness is wanted. One of the 
party yesterday sprung an old joke and 
all the engines that had steam up hissed. 

The changes made at these shops mean 
much in the matter of industrial prog- 
ress for the city, as they have added a 
large number of workmen to the ranks of 
the city’s laborers and thereby caused the 
company’s disbursements here to be 
greatly increased. It is an immense hive 
of industry, and few people here realize 
the greatness of the plant.

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TRADING STAMPS. 
ARE NOT WANTED 


First Decisive Step To Abolish 
Them Is Taken, 


Council’s Ordinance Committee -Rec- 
ommends Special License of 
$100 Per Annum of All 
Merchants Who Give 
Them. 


The death knell of the trading stamp 
business in Atlanta was sounded yester- 
day morning by council’s ordinance com- 
mittee, of which Councilman Hynds is 
chairman. 

The committee will on next Monday 
present to council an ordinance which 
Places a tax of $100 per annum upon 
every individual, firm or corporation in 
Atlanta which gives trading stamps to 
customers, and accompanying this meas- 
ure will be a unanimous report by the 
committee recommending its addption. 

This affects not only the centers of 
the trading stamp business, that is the 


affects also the retail merchants who 
Supply them to the housekeepers of the 
city. Nearly every grocery store In At- 
lanta is interested. The ordinance also 
affects drug and other stores which give 
a rebate check with every purchase. 

All of these stamp and rebate systems 
must either cease or those who employ 
them must pay*the license of $100 to the 
municipal government. 

This ordinance was decided upon yes- 
terday morning after a somewhat lengthy 
session of the ordinance committee. Rep- 
resentatives of the Grocers’ Association, 
the Butchers’ Association and the City 
Salesmen’s Association appeared before 
the committee with a petition signed by 
Several hundred merchants in which they 
requested council to adopt some measure 
that would-result in abolishing the trad- 
ing stamp business, The merchants were 
represented before the committee by 
James L. Key. 

The trading 
represented by 
Luther Z. Rosser, 
speeches. 

The committee was confronted by two 
difficulties. The first was whether the 
city could require a Special license from 
those who give away trading stamps. 
City Attorney Mayson ruled that the city 
could legally demand such a license. The 
second difficulty was whether the license 
of $100 a year would be prohibitive, City 
Attorney Mayson stated that the second 
difficulty wag largely a question of fact. 
He held, however, that a license of $100 
per annum would hardly be considered 
prohibitive, ag many firms could afford 
to pay it in order to continue the trad- 
ing stamp business. 

These two points having been decided 
the ordinance eommittee unanimously de- 
cided to recommend the ordinance to 
council for adoption, 

A debate over the matter will probably 
occur during the session of counci] to- 
morrow afternoon as it is admitted that 
the license of $100 per annum upon all 
who give trading stamps will destroy the 
business in Atlanta. 

The measure provides that the ordi- 
nance is to become effective May I, 1904.

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PROBATION ORDINANCE

IS READY FOR COUNCIL 


oe 


The ordinance which creates qa chil- 
dren’s court in Atlanta and which pro- 
vides for the probation system for juve- 
nile offenders in the discretion of the re- 
corder has been prepared and will be 
presented to council for adoption during 
the session of tomorrow afternoon. 

The measure will be accompanied by a 
favorable report from the committee on 
ordinances, of which Councilman Hynds 
is chairman, and an unfavorable report 
from the committee on police, of which 
Councilman Hilburn is chairman. 

It is probable that a very interesting 
debate will occur when the ordinance is 
read. This measure was introduced last 
year by former Councilman Key, and it 
was at that time referred to the ordi- 
nance committee of 1904. The commit- 
tee has considered the ordinance care- 
fully and has considerably changed it. 
Incidentally, * has been much shorten- 
ed and greatly simplified. 

The measure is headed ‘‘An ordinance 
regulating the arrest, detention and dis- 
position of the cases against minors un- 
der the age of fifteen.’’ 

The ordinance in full is as follows: 

“Be it ordained by the mayor and 
general council of the city of Atlanta, as 
follows: 

“Il. That from and after February |, 
1904, the recorder, or other authorized 
officer, sitting as recorder pro tem., shall 
hold sessions of said court. for the trial 
of offenses committed by or charged 
against juveniles, under the age of fif- 
teen years, separate and apart from the 
regular sessions of said court. 

‘2. That said sessions shall be held 
in the recorder’s court room, or any 
convenient place in the building where 
the recorder’s cour¢ is held, and under 


establishment and authorizing it, to try

‘3. That the time for holding said 
sessions shall be fixed by the recorder 
under order signed by him and entered 
upon the minutes or docket of said 
court, 

‘4. That all cases against juveniles 
under the age of fifteen years shall 
be entered upon a seprate docket, and 
shall be heard and determined in said 
court, sitting, for the time being, for 
the especial purpose of trying juveniles, 
except in cases where said juveniles 
are jointly accused with persons older 
than fifteen years, in which last nam- 
ed contingency said juveniles shall be 
tried as at present. : 

“5. That in the trial of the cases here- 
in provided for, the recorder shal] have 
the right and authority to render final 
Judgment, as provided under existing 
laws, but, in addition to said power and 
authority, he is hereby empowered to 
continue cases against such juveniles in 
his discretion, without rendering final 
judgment in cases filed against them, 
and, pending such continuance, to re- 
tain said cases upon his docket for fur- 
ther consideration and determination. 

“6. That in any case, where such con- 
tinuance is had, it shall be in the power 
and discretion of the recorder to set 
down said case preemptorily for trial, and 
to cause said juveniles to attend said 
preemptory hearing, without additional 
process than the one first served, and, 
when so brought before him, tv deter- 
mine the case as a continued case and 
to make such disposition thereof as the 
laws and ordinances of the city direct. 

“?. That, in any case where a con- 


tinuance is had, as aforesaid, it shail] be 
in the power and discretion of the re- 
corder to order the pending case dis- 
missed, provided he is satisfied from 
the conduct of the juvenile accused that 
Such a disposition of the case is advis- 
able, and accused hag given suffi 
clent assurance of good behavior for the 
future. 

“8. That the recorder shall from time 
to time designate a member of the police 
force to perform the duties of probatio 
Officer, and as such, in addition to the 
usual duties of a police officer, he sh:

Washington, March 6.—Calling Presi- 
‘dent Joseph Smith, of the Mormon church, 
to the stand today, Attorney A. S. Worth- 
ington resumed cross-examination for the 
defense in the senate committee on priv- 
ileges and elections in the case of Reed 
Smoot, of Utah. He asked Mr. Smith 
if he had any statistics showing the prop- 
portion of polygamists in the Mormon 
population. 

Mr. Smith’ sald his recollection its that 
when the Utah commission was created 
in 1882 and undertook to administer the 
laws of the territory, 12,000 polygamists 
were excluded from voting. 

“The wOmen vote in Utah,” he said, 
“and it requires two women to one man 
to form polygamy in the state, probably 
the number of males excluded as polyga- 
mists would not be more than 4,000.” 

Senator Dubois exercised a right to 
question the witness at this point and 
@aid the population was then about 220,- 
000 and of that number there were about 
50,000 gentiles. He wanted excluded 
from consideration the number not in 
condition to enter a state of polygamy. 
He said President Smith’s statement of 
the percentage in polygamy included 
suckling babes and children and that he 
objected to having Mr. Smith’s state- 
ment go before the country unchallenged. 

Number of Polygamists. 

After a further statement of the num- 
ber of polygamist families in Utah, Mr. 
Smith read from an interview he gave to 
@ representative of the Associated Press 
in 1902, showing the following: 

“In 1890, at the time of the late Pres- 
ident Wilfred Woodruft’s manifesto, there 
were 2,451 such families, 

“In October, 1899, was found that this 
mumber had been reduced as follows: By 
deaths, 750; by removals beyond the con- 
fines of the republic, 63; by divorce, 95; 
leaving at that time, 1,543. 

“It ls now ascertained that the original 
number hag been reduced by 1,554, or 
63 per cent, leaving only 897 stil] living 
and that the great majority of them are 
in advanced age.”

The conclusions of the Bristow 
investigation are made a part of the re- 
port, which is declared to be a discio- 
sure ‘“‘of startling cOrruption in the divés- 
ion investigated and a method of doing 
business naturally conducing to fraud.” 

The report then states that this inves- 
tigation was confined largely to Ome 
division and it is impossible to say 
whether or not the same corrupt methods 
obtain in other divisions. The business 
intercourse between the divisions makes 
such a condition possible, it says, and 
some system of check is recommended 
so that fraud could not easily be oc- 
complished. The minority report con- 
ludes on this subject; 

‘‘In view of the interesting report men- 
tioned and of the hearings and detail- 
ed proof furnished by the department to 
the committees on the alleged improper 
conduct of postoffice officials and of the 

arges against other divisoOns of the de. 
partment and imperfect methods ot ob- 
taining affidavits as to their conduct of 
affairs in that office, it would seem to 
pe the part of wisdom that the house 
should proceed to a full and complete 
investigation of the postoffice in all its 
branches. Bad s&stems and public plun- 
der too. often affect the administra- 
tion of public affairs. To their eradl- 
cation no one should objet. 

“Impressed with the justice of these 
general views as applicable to existing 
conditions in the postoffice, they are sub- 
mitted, for your considéfation, with a 
recommendation that there be a full and 
complete investigation of the affairs of 
the postoffice department under a com- 
mittee of congress.” 

The report complains that there is a 
growing rivalry between the different 
branches of the department to outstrip 

e other in matters of importance, 
and this, too, led to indefensible de- 
mands for money. Demands for increase 
of salaries had become @ habit with the 
department which the minority con- 
demned. 


ODELL SPURNS 
CHAIRMANSHIP 


Governor Wouldn’t Accept 
the Place on a Silver 
Platter. 


New York, March 5.—Stating that he 
was suffering from a severe cold and 
sore throat, Governor Odell today aban- 
doned his proposed trip to Washington 
to consult with President Roosevelt and 
returned to Atbany, at the same time 
putting himself out of line for the chair- 
manship of the national republican com- 
mittee, declaring that politics had no 
attraction for him and that he would 
not accept it if it were tendered to him, 
‘not even on a silver platter.’’ Nothing 
has been settled, said the gov- 
ernor, as to his acceptance of the state 
chairmanship and this matter is still 
under consideration. 

In mentioning the permanent aban- 
donment for the present, he said he had 
not decided. 

‘“T shall not go to Washington for 
some time, as I have several engage- 
ments up the state and there jis noth- 
ing I wish to see the president about 
at present. 

‘‘’ never had any Idea of accepting the 
national c .airmanship,”” he said, wad | 
is not the kind of work I am looking for 
and I couldn’t accept if it were offered 
me on a silver platter.” 

Not Offered to Odell. 

Washington, March 5.—This morning 
the president received a telegram from 
Governor Odell that he would be ob- 
liged to return to Albany as his physi- 
clan had informed him that he had an 
attack of the grip and would be unable 
to keep his engagement with the presi- 
dent today. 

President Roosevelt wrote the gover- 
nor expressing regret that he would be 
unable to come to Washington now, and 
tola him he would be glad to see him 
at any time im the near future. [ft can 
be authoritative:y stated that Yrovernor 
Odgell has not been offered the chairman- 
ship of the republican national commiy- 
tee and there is no probability that he 
wil) be. offered that position. It was 
not one of the objects of Governor Odell’s 
visit to Washington to discuss the na- 
tional chairmanship wi... the president 
so far as the acceptance of the place by 
the governor was concerned. 

New York politics was to be cons.d- 
ered. Both President Roosevelt and 
Governor Odell are interested deeply in 
that situation, and have many phases 
of it in common to discuss. It Is made 
perfectiy clear, however, by the presi- 
dent himself that he will not be drawn 
into any factional controversy over the 
chairmanship of the New York state 
republican commttee or any other dis- 
puted question. He holds emphatically 
that such questions should ve determined 
by the republicaf's on ..e scene of po- 
litical action in New York. He has told 
Senator Platt what his position is and 
had Governor Odell come to Wash- 
ington to see him today, he wou'd have 
told him the same thing, 

It is understood here that Governor 
Odell’s visit was merely postponed and 
that in the near future he will come to 
Washington to talk to the president. 
The latter’s ietter to the governor today 
was very cordial and expressed the hope 
that the governor soon would be able 


VINEVILLE CASE | 


TOU. S. COURTS 


Great Supreme Court at Wash- 
ington To Hear th 


John R. Cooper, of Macon, Represent- 
ing Vineville Citizens, Secures 
a Writ of Error from Chief 
Justice Simmons to U. 
S. Supreme Court. 


The supreme court of the United States 
will pass on the question as to whether 
Vineville, formerly a subunb of Macon, 
Ga., Bibb county, now a part of Macon, 
has been legally incorporated as a part 
of that city. 

The Vineville legislation and litigation 
has become famous. It was considered 
practically closed, but yesterday John R. 
Cooper, of Macon, representing J. W. 
Toney and others, secured the assent of 
Chief Justice T. J. Simmons, of the Su- 
preme court, to a writ of error carrying 
the case from the Georgia supreme court 
to the supreme court of the United 
States. Citatlon was also issued direct- 
ed to the mayor and aldermen of the 
city of Macon, who are the defendants 
in the case, to appear before the United 
States supreme court to ‘answer this 
cause on Monday, April 4. 

This new chapter of the Vineville lit!- 
gation promises to prové of more than 
ordinary interest. The bill incorporating 
Vineville as a part of Macon was pass- 
ed by the*last legislature after a hard 
fight in the committee rooms and on the 
floor of the house and senate. It Was 
strenuously. opposed by Hon. Joe Hill 
Hall, one of the representatives from 
Bibb, while Hon. T. S. Felder fought 
hard for it. 

Theebill, it {s claimed, not only fatled 
to provide for any representation for the 
new territory in the city government, 
but it declared that the sale of liquor 
should be forever prohibitied in that ter- 
ritory. These are the two features upon 
Which the litigation is based. 

The superior court of Bibb county was 
asked for an injunction to prevent the 
collection of taxes from the section com- 
prised in Vineville, because no represen- 
tation was provided for. Taxation with- 
Out representation, it Wag urged, is 
against both the constitution of Georgia 
and that of the United States. It was 
further contended that the prohibition of 
the sale of liquor in Vineville, while it 
is allowed in the rest of Macon, Is class 
legislation, and is also in discord with 
both of these constitutions. These are 
the questions on which the case was 
fought in the state courts, and as fed- 
eral questions they will be made the 
basis of the fight in the United Sates 
supreme court, 

Judge Felton, in the superior court of 
Bibb, refuged to grant the {njunction 
asked, and the state supreme court sus- 
tained him. 

Mr. Cooper fds satisfled that he has a 
good federal case. The perpetual pro- 
hibition of the sale of liquor in Vine- 
ville, while it is allowed in Macon, he 
says, is class legislation, and he consid- 
ers this the strongest point. There are 
about 100 residents of Vineville asso- 
ciated with J. W. Toney as plaintiffs in 
the case, and these have employed Mr. 
Cooper to take the case to the United 
States supreme court. It will take itg 
regular place on the civil docket of that 
court. 


A CONSERVATIVE CANDIDATE. 


Hon. Heke Smith Says Hon. W. R. 
Heatst’s Boom Must Be 
‘“‘Scotched.”’’ 

Josiah Carter, Atlanta correspondent 
of The Augusta Chronicle, has sent to 
his paper the following interview with 

Hon. Hoke Smith: 

“Do you think the advocates of Hearst, 
who have started a campaign tn his in- 
terest, shoud be allowed to name the 
Georgia de.iegation without a contest?’ 

“T certainly do not,’’ replied Mr. Smith. 
“A contest for control must take place 
in the next democratic national conven- 
tion between democrats who still desire 
the leadership of Bryan, Tom Johnson and 
Hearst, and those who advocate the 
nomination of a candidate like Parker, 
Gorman or Olney. I have no doubt the 
large majority of the democrats of 
Georgia favor the nomination of a con- 
servative candidate. There is nothing 
left for them to do but to make a 
straight fight for delegates who will 
carry out their w,shes.”’ 

“What would be the effect of the 
nomination of Hearst, and what are your 
reasons for opposing him?” 

“— do not consider his nomination a 
possibility, but he and his associates 
might, under the two-thirds rule, have 
sufficient delegates to interfere seriously 
with the action of the democratic na- 
tional convention. We should protect the 
national convention against such a dele- 
gation from Georgia. 

“There is an immense vote in New 
York, New Jersey and Connecticut which 
does not stick closely to party lines. No 
democrat can be elected who fails to 
command support from this class. Bryan 
lost New York by 250,000. I believe 
Hearst would be more hopelessly defeat- 
ed in New York than Bryan. 

“Besides, I find nothing in Hearst's 
record which justifies the hope that he 
is fit for the office of president, Able 
editorials in his papers by employed 
writers cannot be used to determine his 
fitness. He has. been in congress, where 
he had the opportunity to show what 
was in him. The want of any substantial 
support by his fellow-congressmen shows 
their estimate of h.'m. 

‘It would be a mistake to renominate 
Bryan, but such a mistake would be 
less harmful to the democratic party 
than the nomination of Hearst. 

“The millions of Hearst should not be 
sufficient to procure for him one dele- 
gate from the south.” 

“Do you believe the democrats could 
win with a strong eastern candidate?” 

“T know there are very many republic- 
ans who distrust Roosevelt. There !s a 
growing op:nion that he is erratic and 
dangerous. I think the democrats, with

but the pistol bullet struck a rib and ; 


the would-be suicide’s effort was frus- 
trated. 

From a statement O’Neal made to I. 
E. Tinney, a_ trolley care ‘motorman, 
after he was shot, it seems that jealousy 
was the cause of the suicidal act, but 
this is denied by those who saw him im- 
mediately before he fired the shot. 

O’Neal had been to visit Miss Maude 
Seals, the 1!6-year-old daughter of Mrs. 
Alice Seals, widow of J. M. Seals, who 
Was a member of the police force and 
died about two years ago. Mrs. Seals 
resides at 3 Wellborn street. O’Neal had 
been a frequent visitor at the house and 
recently left some money and a pistol 
with Mrs. Seals to keep for him. Last 
evening he went to the residence of Mrs. 
Seals and demanded Nis money and pis- 
tol. Mrs. Sealg declined to let him have 
the pistol, as he stated he wanted the 
weapon for the purpose of committing 
suicide. O’Neal telephoned his mother, 
Mrs. W. J. O'Neal, who lives at No, 63 
Jackson street, and requested her to ask 
Mrs. Seals to let him have the pistol. 
It is said by Mrs. Seals that Mrs. O’Neal 
gave her consent. The weapon and 
money were delivered to O’Neal, so Mrs. 
Seals states, and O’Neal left the house, 
after having been there only about ten 
minutes, 

Bade Mother Goodby. 

Before leaving the house O’Neal step- 


‘ped to the telephone, called up his moth- 


er at her home and bade her goodby. 
He walked out of the house and went 
to the corner of Wellborn street and 
West End avenue and remained there 
several minutes, as if waiting for a 
car. When the car was about a block 
from him he drew the pistol from his 
pocket, placed the muzzle over his heart 
and fired: He fell across the car tracks 
and the motorman, hearing the shot 
and seeing a man fall, stopped his car. 
He called for help and O'Neal was car- 
ried to the residence of Mrs. Seals. The 


motorman says O’Neal told him he tried 


to kill himself because of jealousy. 

Call Officers Hulsey. and Chambers went 
to the scene and found O’Neal! apparently 
in a dying condition.* They sent for the 
ambulance and had him taken to the 
Grady hospital. The physicians examined 
the wound in his breast and ascertained 
that the bullet had mdde a glancing 
wound and that the patient was not fa- 
tally injured.

‘Mrs. Seais stated to the officers that 
when she notified Mrs. O'Neal of what 
had oeccurred the latter stated that the 
young man’s father was the cause of the 
affair, as he would not allow George to 
return home. .

Under Shadow of Gallows Ne- 
gro Stabbed Guard 


Rope Too Long To Produce Death 
First Time Trap Was Sprung. 
Next Attempt Sent foul 
cf Murderer Into 
Eternity. 


Opelika, Ala., March 5—(Special.)—C. H. 
Sparks, notorious negro murderer of Lee 
county, was hanged at this place this af- 
ternoon under exaiting circumstances. 
Before being taken from his cell Sparks 
assaulted and severely wounded one of 
the guards with a knife. 

He was then pinned to the wall with 
pitchforks, and the sheriff and deputies 


Overpowered and handcuffed him, after | 


which he was led forth to the scaffold. 

The first drop was unsuccessful on ac- 
count of the rope being too long, and ‘t 
Was necessary for the murderer to mount 
the scaffold again. 


The rope was shortened, and this time 


his neck was broken. 

The sheriff went to Montgomery Fri- 
fay with the prisoner, under orders of 
sourt under the habeas corpus proceed- 
ings In the attempt to save the neck of 
the negro, by reason, so claimed, that 
Mo megroes were on the jury which 
found the indictment or the fwsy which 
found him guilty. Judge Richardson 
failed to sustain the plea and Sheriff 
Hodge returned to Opelika Saturday 
morning with the prisoner. Preparations 
for the execution had been going on for 
day and immediately on the return 
the "Sparks negro resumed his place in 
his cell, and further arrangements for 
the final scene in the terrible act be- 
gan. 

Story of Sparks’ Crime. 

“ It will be remembered that a negro, 
Jack Ingersoll, a hard-working carpen- 
ter, who lived at Phenix City, Lee coun- 
tv, Alabama, was assassinated wnile he 
was eating his supper in his own home. 
The crime created a great sensation 
among whites as well as among the 
negroes, for the murdered man was 
highly thought of. This crime occur- 
red in June, 190!. The shot that did 
the deadly work was fired through an 
open window. 

Officers began at work on the case at 
once, and in July, following, this” negro, 
C. H. Sparks, who was a pforininent 
character arqund the town, and who 
claimed to be a Cincinnati lawyer, was 
arrested, together with the wife of In- 
gersoll. The arrest took place in Geor- 
gia. 

At the term of court for Lee county, 
following the murder, Sparks was tried 
and sentenced to be hung in October, 
190!. Lucy Ingersoll, the wife of the 
murdered negro, was also tried and re- 
ceived a sentence of life imprisonment, 
she having turned state’s evidence. 

The attorney for Sparks took an ap- 
peal to the supreme court and the sen- 
tence was affirmed. The attorney then 
took the case up again on a techtnicali- 
ty, and again the higher court sustained 
the decision of the lower court. . This 
made about three times the negro was 
given the death sentence, 

He has been in jail three years and 
the fight to save his neck has been waged 
heroically. At the time of the arrest of 
Sparks public sentiment was at a high 
pitch and fears of lynching were feit, 
but officers were diligent and the negro 
was landed in jail safely. 

Much interest has been manifested all 
along in the case because of the good 
character borne by the murdered negro. 
When it was learned that the habeas 
corpus proceedings had been granted by 
the judge at Montgomery, much surprise 
was expressed, but many doubted that 
anything would result from it other than 
has turned out. 

Scene Before Hanging. 

At about 11:30 o'clock Sheriff Hodge 
and his several deputies began to pre- 
pare Sparks for the scaffold. The death 
watch had been set, when the murderer 
made a dash at Deputy Frank Perry, who 
was on the inside of the cell with him, 
and with a knife as sharp as a razor 
slashed a deep gash in Pefry’s throat, 
almost severing his jugular vein. With 
this it was seen that it would not do 
to take any chances with the criminal, for 
he was armed with a knife and was 
desperate. 

* A half hour was spent in trying to sub- 
dave the prisoner and then only with 
pitchforks could he be subdued so as he 
could be handcuffed and carried to the 
scaffold. After a time he was oOver- 
powered and immediately he was led 
away to his doom. By this time it was 

12:20, and it was 12:27 before the trap 
wag sprung and the body of Sparks feil 
with a dul] thud. The physicians made a 
quick examination and found it neces- 
gary to pul! the body up egain and it 
wag given another drop. Even then it 
Wag thirty minutes before the physicians 
pronounced him dead. 

Immense throngs numbering at least 
6,000 people had gathered around the 
jail. Large crowds were here from C9- 
lumbus and Phenix City, coming over_4@n 
a special train. At one time, when'it

Sparks stoutly denied his guilt to the 
last. Shortly before his going to the 
scaffold two colored preachers were with

Sparks was hopeful till just about 
11:30, when he received a telegram from 
his attorney in Montgomery, saying that 
the governor refused to interfere. Even 
then he showed little signs of weakening. 

The body was cut down at 12:45, and 
was placed in a cheap pine coffin, and 
was turned over to the undertakers, and 
if no one claims his body it will be buried 
here, . 

Declared Judicial Murder. 

Montgomery, Ala., March §.—(Special.) 
J. S. Fuller, one of the attorneys for 
Charles H. Sparks, the negro who was 
hanged at Opelika today, stated the 
hanging was nothing more nor less than 
judicial murder, as the case was pend- 
ing in court. 

Perry Saw Final Act. 

Opelika, Ala., March 5.—(Special.)—Dep- 
uty Frank Perry, who was cut in the 
cell of the jail,today by C. H. Sparks, 
was carried intinediately up stairs and 
physicians being present, 6&@Ve bim 
prompt attention and his life was saved. 
The cut was a most horrible one and 
but fon the quick action of physicians 
Perry would have bled to death. By the 
time of the execution Perry was able to 
come down and witnessed the final act. 
Nothing could be gotten out of Sparks 
at all, but % is believed that the person 
or persons who gave him the knife will 
be made to suffer the penalty of the law.

In this city the lowlands are 
eubmerged and the court house has been 
thrown open for the shelter of those who 
have been compelled to leave their homes, 
All the large industries in the flooded 
district closed down and it will be im- 
possible to hold services tomorrow in any 
of the churches. 

At Steelton the entire west side is cov- 
ered with water and the loss to prop- 
erty will run into thousands of dollars. 
The churches and school houses at Mid- 
dietown have been opened to the flood 
sufferers, !60 families having been 
driven from their homes. The town is 
without water or electric lights; the in- 
dustrial establishments are closed down 
and the people are going about in boats. 

Three Families Reported Lost. 

York, Pa., March 5.—The gorge in the 
Susquehanna river just below the mouth 
or the Conewago creek, was responsible 
for a “shove” late today. The force of 
the river backed the gorge from the Lan- 
caster county shore to the York county 
shore. On the York county shore the 
strength was deflected against the York- 
haven Power Company’s plant and the 
superstructure was crushed at several 
places. The water is over the railroad 
at Yorkhaven and for miles above and 
the buildings on Duffeys island were 
moved from their foundations.

PATHETIC LOVE AFFAIR 
OF NOTED DANISH WRITER 


From a Staff Correspondent. | 
ONDON, February 18.—It may seem 
| rather late in the day to be writing 

«/ about Hans Christian Andersen, but 
more should be said than is likely to be 
told by cable concerning the romance of 
the great Danish writer’s life, which has 
just become known to his own country- 
men. It always has been understood that 
the fascinating writer of fairy tales had 
an unhappy love affair, and the story 
generally has gone that his affections 
were given to his sweet-voiced compatri- 
ot, Jenny Lind. Who was the real lady 
of Anderson’s heart, however, has just 
been revealed by the discovery of let- 
ters written to her by the author of “The 
Princess and the Swineherd.”’ 

Hans’ Real Sweetheart. 

Hans Andersen's sweetheart was nam- 
ed Riborg Voigt. She was the pretty 
daughter of a rich merchant of Faaborg, 
in the island of Fuenen, and when An- 
dersen first met her, was just 24. An- 
dersen’s boyhood home was Odense, the 
chief town of Fuenen. He was sent to 
study in the University of Copenhagen, 
and there he met and made friends with 
Riborg Voigt’s brother, Christian. One 
vacation, Anderson went to visit Voigt 
at hig home, and so met his sister. The 
two young people fell desperately in love 
with each other at once, but there Was 
no hope for them, the girl being already 
engaged to a young forester of Fuenen, 
and a betrothal being regarded at tnat 
time as no less binding than marriage 
itself. 

The thing is supposed to have black- 
ened Andersen's life. He poured out his 
regr@ in a series of poems to his lady- 
love, which he called, ‘‘Melodies of the 
Heart” (some of them have been set to 
music by Grieg), ana there can be no 
doubt, now, to what the strain of mel- 
ody was due @hat can be found in nearly 
ail his work. 

Never Forgot Sweetheart. 

He never forgot her. Until nis last 
day he wore around his neck a small 
leather case which held the only letter 
she ever had written him. His will con- 
tained instructions that both letter and 
case should be burned. Riborg Voigt’s 
daughter is alive still, and she hag tes- 
tified recently to the remembrance in 
which her mother held the man whom 
she had been unable to marry. Among 
her trinkets, after her death, was founa 
a withered bouquet which Andersen sent 
her soon after their first meeting, and 
also other slight relics of the writer who 
gave the world ‘“‘The Tin Soldier’ and 
‘The Etnperor’s New Clothes.”

Reports Indicate Earthquake 
Was General--One Person 
Killed, 


Idma, Peru, Mary 5.—Only one person 
was killed, but many walls fell and 
much damage was done by the earth- 
quake which occurred Friday. 

One of the structures seriously affected 
was the cathedral Its right tower was 
cracked, and much damage was done to 
statues and works of art. Searcely a 
house in the city escaped damage. Doors 
and wondows were opened and reshut by 
the tremors. Pictures, mirrors and glass- 
ware in shops were destroyed. The bal- 
conies of a large part of the buildings 
in the city tumbled to the ground. 

A dispatch from Chorillos says that 
the earthquake was more destructive 
there than in Lima. It cracked the walls 
of churches and destroyed pictures, stat- 
ues and crockery. 

In Callao walls of numerous houses fell, 
while the docks and iron bridge suffered 
seriously. 

Traffic on the Central railway was 
stopped by rocks falling on the track, 

The shock was felt everywhere in Peru.

Scott 
H has set aside all traditions, as 
equipped with an education to fit him for 
any profession which requires learning, 
he has instead gone on the track and 
made.a record as a skillful trainer and 
successful driver unexcelled in the history 
of light harnegs horse racing. His career 
g0es to show that a finished college train- 
ing can be utilized in. connection: with 
the turf and that book learning Is 0 
drawback to a career of success with 
horses. He is probably the best educated, 
from a classic standpoint, of any promi- 
nent trotting horse driver on the turf 
today and the last three seasons he has 
proved the most successful. 

The deeds of the brilliant stars Hud- 
son has catfried year after year through 
the Grand circuit have been chronicled in 
column, after column of the daily and 
weekly papers, but little has ever been 
written of the man whose marvelous skill 
and indefatigable industry hag made pos- 
sible the achievements to the credit of 
the great horses he has had in charge. 
Among his fellow drivers his ability 1s 
classed in the A No. | notch, and it is 
cOmmon to hear the expression when one 
of hig great horses goes into other hands, 
“that man has the horse, but Scott Hud- 
son hag the receipt.’’

The union 
could not step in and dictate salaries, but 
it could force clubs to live un to con- 
tracts and keep the plavers from being 
he!nless in the hands of the magnates.

VISITS ATLANTA 


for His Health, 


Luis F. Corea Talks of the Benefit 
to His Country from the Pan- 
ama Canal—He Has Some- 
thing To Say About 
Revolutions. 


Luis F Ccrea, envoy extraord{nary and 
minister plenipotentiary of Nic@?ragua to 
the United States, arrived in Atlanta ves- 
terday afternoon for a visit of several 
days.en- route to Mabile and New Orleans, 
where the diplomat will try to recuperate 
from the effects of the severe winter in 
Washington. 

Dr. Corea is as affable and pleasant a 
gentleman as One would wish to. meet 
and is well informed on all the topics of 
the day. When live wires of American 
politics are touched, however, he states 
suavely that the bronchitis from which he 
has stiffered has kept him from a close 
enough touch with these questions to per- 
mit his discussing tbem. 

Of his own country and of Central and 
South Ameriaa generally he talks freely. 
When asked in his room at the Piedmont 
last night what measure might be taken, 
successfully to eliminate the propensity 
to revolution from the Latin American 
republics, he said: ¢ 

“In the first place the people of the 
United States put a wrong interpreta- 
tion on that word revolution. Time and 
again a mere riot, not half so serious as 
one of your strikes, is advertised far and 
wide as a ‘revolution.’ Such things are 
not revolutions: they are mere disorderly 
outbrea on the part of a small element 
in nine ‘cases out of ten. Sometimes, 
I will admit, the upheaval assumes more 
serious proportions and there is a real 
revolution. 

‘In Central America there is not and 
has not been for many years a single 
president in office but one electe@ through 
regular constitutional channels anda 
quiet, peaceable election at that. What 
took place in the republic of Colombia 
recently was, however, a real revolution 
and resulted tn the nation known ag Pan- 
ama. 

“Central and South America’s natural 
resources are being developed constantly, 
but much more slowly than they would 
be had not American capital such a splen- 
did field for. operation at home. The av- 
erage capitalist of the United States pre- 
fers 3 or 4 per cent here at home to 5 per 
cent in a Central or South American 
country. 

“Our government within the past two 
years has granted a splendid mining, tel- 
@graph and railway concession to a citi- 
zen of the United States, Mr. Dietrich, 
formerly of California, but more lately of 
Pittsburg, Pa. It has taken almgst all the 
time that has elapsed since this magnifi- 
cent concession was granted for Mr. Delt- 
rich to ride over and inspect the lands he 
is ultimately to develop.

New York, advised dismissing the 
teaching of cube root, all fractions ex- 
cept the simplest kind used in business, 
much of the physical geography, many 
of the exceptions in grammar and all 
of the potential mood and a great many 
Other things that are not used in regula- 
tion business or society circles. 

Tt was the opinion of this_professor that 
& very great deal of time was wasted 
In the learning of matter never used, or 
very rarely used, and all kinds of ex- 
ceptions world without end, while if this 
Same amount of study was devoted to 
more helpful things used in the every 
day life of manhood and womanhood, the 
result of the training would be much 
more practical and helpful 

\Will Not Spell Backwards. 

Moré than this, there seemed to be a 
very great many of the learned educators 
present who felt the same way as Pro- 
fessor Curry.

Grown-ups have ever been taught up to 
this time that there was no royal road 
to learning and teachers unless they have 
greatly changed since this writer was 
among those afflicted, used to apparently 
take a great deal of pleasure in dwelling 
on this fact and would insure the victim 
that except by the way of cube reot and 
the potential mood, there was no enter- 
ing into the kingdom of the respectabie 
in social or business life.

STRIKES COLORS TO DEATH 
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FIELD MARSHAL VON WALDERSEE. 
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ANOVER, PRUSSIA, March 6.— 

Field Marshal Count von Waldersee 

died shortly after 8 o’clock this 
evening. Hope of his recovery was aban- 
doned during the morning, even Profes- 
sor Orth and Professor Epstein, the 
great experts in intestinal diseases, who 
went to tthe bedside of the famous war- 
rior on orders from Emperor William, 
holding out no encouragement to the 
family and relatives. Von Waldersee has 
been a notable figure in German army 
and political life for many years, He 
was very popular with the masses and 
was the only subject not of a royal 
house who was always cheered by the 
public. Not even the chancelior was 
treated with more respect and admira- 
tion, for Waldersee had to do with the 
things that made Prussia. great and the 
empire possible. His partial estrange-

ment with the present emperor in the 
early part of the latter’s reign, the rea- 
son of which still remains obscure, had 


long since disappeared and had been: re- 
placed by the emperor’s cordial friend- 
ship.

VICTORY AY LASI 
WON BY DREYFUS 


Prisoner of Devil's Island Is 
Granted a Revision, 


Court Holds That a Sufficient Show- 
ing Has Been Made To Author- 
ize a Reopening of Case 


ana Revision of the 
Rennes Verdict. 


Paris, March 5.—The criminal branch 
of the court of cassation today granted 
the appeal of Alfred Dreyfus for a re- 
vision of his trial at Rennes, 

The court held that a sufficient show- 
ing had been made to warrant a reopen- 
ing of the case and ordered a _ supple- 
mentary investigation to establish al] the 
doubtful points which have been the 
bases for the present application. 

The decision was given at the close 
of the third day's hearing. Compara- 
tively little public interest has been 
taken in the sessions of the court and 
the court room was almost deserted, 
there being less than fifty persons pres- 
ent. Among these were Maitre Labori, 
the famous lawyer, and several members 
of the Dreyfus family. 

Most of the day was given to the ad- 
dress of Maitre Mornard, one of Drey- 
fus’ counsel. He covered much the same 
ground as Attorney General Baudoin and 
Counsellor Boyer, arguing that the case 
made against Dreyfus was a tissue of in- 
vention. He closed with an eloquent 
appeal, saying that the honor of the 
army and its officers demanded the re- 
mova] of the stain of this unjust convic- 
tion. x 

An incident occurred during M. Mor- 
nard's address. Counsel referred to 
Dreyfus’ great qualities of heart and ex- 
alted character and turned toward M. 
Labori, as though making a personal ap- 
peil to have his statements confirmed. 
Thereupon M. Labori arose and left the 
court room, causing some commotion. 

M. Labori was quoted as saying in the 
corridor that he did not wish by his pres- 
enee to confirm the eulogy pronounced 
upon his former client’s heart and char- 
acter. Following M. Monard’s address, 
the court retired, remained closeted for 
an hour and then returned and gave Out 
the decision sustaining the appeal for 
a revision of the trial and ordering a 
supplementary investigation. This decis- 
ion from the highest tribunal in France 
goes a long way toward the complete re- 
habilitation of Dreyfus, although it is 
not yet final, owing to the extended 
supplementary investigation which must 
follow, | 

The subsequent steps, however, are gen- 
erally regarded as formalities for carry- 
ing Out this favorable attitude of the 
court,

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THE “LONE STAR STATE” 
AS IT APPEARS TODAY

7 HINK of a single state in our fed- 
eral union that hag an area of 
nearly two hundred and sixty-six 


thousand square miles, and an acreage 
surface of about one and three-quarter 
millions. That is Texas. 

It is more than six times as large as 
the great commonwealth of Pennsylva- 
nia, and nearly as large as wetern Eu- 
rope. England, Scotland, Ireland, Italy 
and Switzerland could all be comfortably 
nestled within its borders, and 
would still be room for a considerable 
slice of little Belgium. The states of Con- 
necticut, Delaware and Rhode Island 
would scarcely cover the broad surface 
of one of its largest counties. 

It is only by such comparisons as these 
that the mind can fully grasp the im- 
mensity of the great ‘‘Lone Star” state of 
the southwest. Its population is less than 
eleven souls to the square mile. And vet 
it is more numerous than that of the 
nine constituent states of Venezuela and 
about equal to that of the republic of 
Colombia before Panama seceded and set 
up housekéeping for herself. The increase 
of population during the past ten years, 
taking the census of 1900 as a basis, is 
estimated at about 40 ner cent, or great- 
er than that of France during the past 
quarter of a century. 

Raises One-Third the Cotton Crop. 

The state comprises almost every va- 
riety of soil and climate, and over three 
hundred thousand farmers, large and 
emall, own their farms, It produces near- 
ly one-third of the cotton crop of the 
United States, or Say an average of 
about three million bales per annum dur- 
ing the past five years. The value of its 
rice crop alone is about ten million dol- 
lars; its cattle shipments about seven 
million: and its production of garden 
truck and fruits last year was a little 
ghort of seventeen millions. And the val- 
ue of its milk, butter, cheese, poultry, 
eggs, etc., is estimated at fifteen millions. 
It produces one-sixth of the corn, one- 
fourth of the wheat, nearly one-half of 
the hay, and about one-third of the oats 
of the eleven southern states.

the possession of Spain, But it was never 
quite satisfactory to either party; and as 
early as 1806 the American and Mexican 
settlers made an unsuccessful attempt to 
wrest the country from the clutches of 
Spain. In one of those desperate con- 
flicts some three thousand  uitlanders, 
(Americans and Mexicans) were killed. 
In 1815 the noted gulf pirate, La Fitte, 
attempted to plant a colony near the 
present site of Galveston, but failed. In 
1833 when Mexico had become an inde- 
pendent republic, the Texan uitlanders, 
now numbering about twenty thousand, 
made another unsuccessful attempt to 
establish an independent republic. Two 
years later they made the third attempt 
and succeeded. A provisional government 
was formed patterned, after the old 
“State of Frankland,” in what is now 
east Tennessee, with General Sam Hous- 
ton (a native of Tennessee) ag president. 
Final Annexation. 

In the war which followed between the 
Texans and Mexicans, ‘the latter were 
finally driven out of the country: and, 
in 1837, Texas was acknowledged by the 
powers as an independent republic, with 
Sam Houston, the hero of San Jacinto, 
as constitutional president. Eight years 
later the state by its Own request, was 
annexed to the United States, But Mex!i- 
co, which had steadily refused to recdg- 
nize the new republic, still claimed sov- 
ereignty over the country; and without 
counting the cost of such a mad enter- 
prise, invaded Texas with a large mili- 
tary force and attempted to wrest the 
State from the American ynion. Without 
losing a single batfle, the American 
forces soon found themselves in poasses- 
sion of the Mexican capital and complete 


masters of the country. By the treaty of 


peace which followed, we came into pos- 
session of California and the great arid 


region eastward to the borders of the 


Texas frontier. 


A Merger of Civilization. 

In making the trip across 
Texas, from its eastern to 18s western 
borders, by “the “Sunset Route” 
great Southern Pacific railway system. 
our starting point is, of course, New Or- 
leafis, But let us not be in a hurry to get 
away; a tramp through the quaint old 


city will fully compensate us for a few 


hours’ delay. ‘ 

In many respects all the large cities 
of our country are more or less alike: 
their differences relate chiefly to their 
topography, area, climate and style of 
architecture. But here we have a city 
With a character that Is peculiarly its 
own. Mt is unlike any other place in the 
United States, and it seems likely to re- 
tain its oddities and unique character 
for many generations to come. In the 
world’s future history it seems quite im- 
probable that the genesis of any other 
American city wil] fal) under so many 
complex conditions and influences as have 
prevailed here. We here have the rudi- 
ments of three separate and distinct civ- 
flizations—the Spanish, French and An- 
glo-Saxon—and the curious thing about it 
is that each has steadily preserved its 
distinctive eatures through the muta- 
tions and changes of a century. 

One of the spots most likely to interest 
the American tourist igs Jackson. square, 
So named in honor of “Old Hickory,"' who 
defeated Packersham, and. his _ British 
hosts at the. battle of “the Horseshde.”

ther from Washington city than Pekin 
or St Petersburg now is. There were 
no railways or telegraph lines and the 
great battle was fought eight days after 
the treaty of peace had been signed by 
the United States and Great Britain. All 
the same, however, that marvelous vic- 
tory won by Andrew Jackson and his 
Tennessee riflemen made him president, 

The historic old French market is not 
far distant. No one ever thinks of pass- 
ing it by with indifference, and an early 
morning call there will carry you back 
in thought to the time when Spanish- 
French civilizations were the dominant 
powers in the Crescent City, 

But we are anxious to see something 
of modern Texas and reluctantly take 
oumselves ,away from these historic 
scenes. Crossing the river we are off at 
full speed across the rich plantations of 
southwestern Loulsiana—the great “sugar 
bowl’’ of the United States. 

The distance to E] Paso is nearly !,200 
miles, and our route is directly through 
the richest and most productiye regions 
of Louisiana and southern Texas. Very 
soon we are at the quaint old German 
settlement of Des Allemands (‘of the 
Germans’’), some 30 miles west of the 
Mississippi, The neat and prosperous- 
looking old town is situated on the mar- 
gins of the great bayou of that name— 
once the famous haunt of the French free- 
booter, La Fitte, and his pirate crew. On, 
on we fiy at Nghtning speed, 
lichen swamps and great rice plantations, 
to the Sabine river, the dividing line be- 
tween Louisiana and Texas. 

The Atlanta of Texas. 

Very soon we are in the historic city 
of Houston, 64 feet above sea level, and 
some 360 miles west of the Mississippi. 
Georgians sometimes call it the “Atlanta 
of Texas’’—perhaps because it is a great 
railway center, perhaps because it is 
confessedly ‘‘the livest town’’ in Texas. 
It is, like Atlanta, the focal point of 
nearly a score of railroads. 

One always associates this beautiful and 
progressive city with the romantic career 
of him whose name it bears. Sam Hous- 
ton was still a young man when he was 
elected governor of Tennessee, and next 
to General Andrew Jackson, the most 
popular man in the state. Every avenue 
to political preferment was open to him, 
But soon after his inauguration, with- 
out a word of warning, and apparently 
without any reason, he resigned the po- 
sition and etruck out west, unattended 
and alone. No one seemed to know why 
he had left his native state or whither he 
had gone. Jt developed later on that 
he went to live among the Indian tribes 
on the d¢rontiers of Arkansas; that he 
had adopted their manrer of dress and 
their nomadic habits of life; and that he 
was a recognized leader among them. In 
dua time he abandoned this wild life and 
turned up in Texas, became the ac- 
knowledged leader of the revolutionary 
party, won the independence of the 
country and, naturally enough, became 
the first president of the new republic. 

Various are the conjectures that have 


been offered in explanation of his singu- 


lar conduct. But they are, for the most 
part, only conjectures, the most plaus- 
thla 7¢ ahich ja thot it wee thea result 
of a love affair. He had married a beau- 
tiful and accomplished young lady. it 
was, as he thought, a “love match,”’ 
pure and simple. Very soon he discovered 
that she loved “the other fellow,”’ but 
had married him for his position. So, like 
the 
iater years, he left his young wife free 
to wed the man ehe loved. 

Where Rice Grows. 

Between the line of the Southern Pacifio 
railroad and the gulf coast lie the great 
rice plantations of western Loulsiana and 
southern Texas. Few people not immedi- 


ately interested in the subject have ever 
realized the magnitude of this industry,

It has all sprung up within the last 
fifteen years. Up to abowt 1887 people 
here were cultivating small patches of 
5 and 10 acres in the most primitive man- 
ner. The grain was sown broadcast in 
low spots of marshy land and trodden in- 
to the soil by creole ponies. Sometimes, 
when conditions were favorable, ag old- 
fashioned wooden tooth harrow was 
used. When ripe the crop was harvested 
with the old style hand sickle and the 
grain trodden out by mules and cleansed 
with club or hand flail. It was a tedious, 
wasteful and unsatisfactory process, 
similar to that employed by the wheat 
growers in Virginia and Tennessee in the 
early forties. 

That is all changed now. Low lying 
prairie swamps, then supposed to be al- 
most worthless, are now vast rice plan- 
tations, cultivated by gang plows and 
press drills and harvested with patent 
reapers and twine binders. Patent thresh- 
ing machines have taken the place of the 
dirt threshing floor and the flail and club 
have been supplanted by the modern rice 
mill. 

Emigrants Made Country. 

All this has come about within the past 
few years and the profits are said to be 
enormous. And, for the most part, it has 
been the work of emigrants from the 
northwestern and middle west states, 
Fascinated by the mild climate and too 
poor to live in comfort through the long 
winters in their native section they came 
hither with willing hands and have com 
verted a wilderness into an agricultural 
paradise. 

One of these ianded, proprietors tells 
me that he came here from Indiana as a 
mere boy about eighteen years ago. He 
had been a cOmmon farm laborer in his 
native state at $8 per month. For the 
first year he worked on a little rice plan- 
tation at $10 a month. Now he is the 
happy proprietor of thousands of acres 
with a net income of from $0,900 to 
$25,000 per annum.: 


Across the Plains. 

Resuming our journey westward, we 
swept through Sugarland, so called by 
reason of its rick sugar plantations; thence 
across the famous Brazos river to Rich- 
mond, now a place of business activity; 
thence to Rosenberg, a modern railway 
town, connected with the world by the 
Southern Pacific Trans-Continental sys- 
tem, the Texas Pacific, the New Victoria, 
the Cuero and Port Lavaca lines, and 
by the Santa Fe and other modern roads; 
thence onward across the Colorado river 
valley, extending from the upper reaches 
of the Brazos southward to the Mata- 
gorda bay; thence through Glidden, an- 
other railroad town, 350 feet above sea 
level, to Weimer, 200 feet higher; and 
thence across the rolling plateau of 
Schuienberg, to the beautifu] little city 
of Seguin, near the fallg of the Guade- 
loupe, where untold possibilities of wealth 
fre literally running to waste. 

Finally we reached historic, old San 
Antonio, the city of “the Alanio.” The 
Story is familiar to every intelligent 
schoo? boy. Here, in an old chureh edi- 
fice, in March, 1836, 182 citizen soldiers 
were besieged by Santa Ana, in command 
of 5,000 Mexican regulars. Among the 
besieged. was the famous Colonel Bowie, 
the inventor of.the deadly Bowie knife, 
and the still more famous Davy Crock- 
ett, an east Tennesseean, who had es- 
poused the cause of Texan independence. 
At the end Of eleven days only a woman 
and her negro servant was left to tell 
the tale. The entire garrison were butch- 
ered in cold bioo4. Truly, ‘““Thermopylac 
had its messenger of defeat, but the Ala- 
mo had none.*’ 


Some Texas Distances. 

We are now 871! miles west of the Mis- 
gissippi,.and atian altitude of nearly 700 
feet above sea level. But we must travel 
fullg#600 miles farther and climb 3,000 
feet higher before reaching the western 


limit of Texas. Truly this is a “region 
or magnificent distances!’’ On we go, 
through immense cattlé ranches and some 
thirty small towns, reaching E] Paso 
in time to encounter one of those famous 
Texas blizzards which come without 
warning, and leave as suddenly and un- 
ceremoniously as they come. There is 
no better grazing country on the conti- 
nent; and generally speaking, no branch 
of industry pays better dividends than 
cattle raising; but the investor should 
not forget that Texas blizzards, like 
South American “revolutions,” are al- 
ways possibilities, and to discount profits 
accordingly. 

Between San Antonio and El Rio del 
Diablo (the Devil's river) are some twen- 
ty-two comparatively new towns that 
have recently spring up. The country 
has a thrifty and prosperous appearance, 
and the local traffic and travel over this 
section of the great railway is immense, 
for there is a great deal ofysolid wealth 
and prosperity on this vast plateau re- 
gion, 

Why should this beautiful stream bear 
the conventional fame of the arch ene- 
my of man? No one seems to know. 
Certainly there is nothing suggestive of 
the devil about it. 


A Tremendous Span. 

The next point of Inferest as wa pro- 
ceed westward is the great steel viaduct 
which spans the Pecos river—so spelled 
On the maps, but evidently the ‘’P” 
should be an “SS,” for the bed of the 
river is as dry as a powder horn. The 
bridge, over which glides our train, is 
said to be 2,184 feet long and its ele- 
vation above the deepest point in the 
ancient river bed 32: feet. Southwest- 
ward beyond the Rio Grande We see 4 
range of mountains which are dOwn on 
the maps as Las Arbores, a name sug- 
gestive of woodlands, 


And yet they are | 


wee 


as barren as the sand hills of Sahara. 

As we proceed western 840 miles from 
the Mississippi we reach an altitude of | 
over 1,500 feet and note the growing 
charm of mountain air. That range of 
mountains to the southward are the Sier- 
ra de las Burros; those in the far dis- 
tance northward are the Charettes. Roth 
are bleak and treeless, like the Andes 
around Bogota in South America. 

At Marathon we are over 4,000 feet 
above the sea and something over 900 
miles from New Orleans. At Paisano we 
reach the highest point on this “sunset” 
transcontinental route before bidding 
farewell to Texas. At Fort Davis we are 
in the heart of the Sierra del Muerto 
and Apache ranges, the highest peak of 
which is 8.332 feet above the gulf. These 
ranges, unlike any that we have yet seen, 
appear to be well wooded and large game, 
such as black bear and mountain pan- 
thers, tempt adventurous sportsmen. 

Just beyond is Marfa, a place of more 
than ordinary interest. The surrounding 
country is unsurpassed in landscape 
beauty. The elevation gives it a climate 
of perennial delight. The mountain coves 
and ravines are said to be full of game: 
and the residents never weary of lauding 
ita super‘ority as a health resort. 

We pass westward through the little 
town of Valentine, where the country is 
covered by a brown carpet of succulent 
grasses on which immense herds of cattle 
grow fat, summer and winter; thence to 
Sierra Blanca, where we observe vast 
colonies of prairie dogs burrowing even 
within the lines of the railway reserva- 
tion; thence near by Fort Hancock, where 
we see the elevated bluff on the Mexican 
side of the Rio Grande, and finally to El 
Paso—“‘the door to the ends of the earth.” 

A Quaint Old City. 

Only a few years ago El Paso was an 

insignificant little frontier town, a queer 


ene 


mixture of Mexican huts and American 
| cabins. It is now a virile city of great 
commercial tmportance. It is both old 
and new; a sort of connecting link be- 
tween the sixteenth and twentieth cen 
turies, As early as 1598 the old Spaniarius 
had an important mission here, and that 
little old motley church edifice we 
near the river was built more than three 
hundred years ago by the labor of fh 
dian neophytes. At that time, ani 
thenceforth to 1846, both sides of the 
river were known as F Paso—‘‘the ganp:”’ 
but when the r-ver became the bhoundarv 
line between the United States and Mex 
ico the name was conceded to us, and the 
little settlement on the west side took 
the name of Ciudad Juarez, in honor 9of 
the president of the Mexican republic. 
Here we are at the end of our Texas 
juant. We have traversed a state that is 
over a thousand miles wide. We are 1,194 
miles west of New Orleans, and at an 
elevation of nearly 3,400 feet above the 
gulf eoast: and before crossing the Rio 
Grande you would better turn back fhe 
hands of your watch two hours, for 8 
o’clock a. m. in Atlanta or New Orleans 
means 6 a. m. on the front-ers of Texas.

Garrison at Viadivostock Preparing 
for a Siege—Believed That Jap- 
anese Land Forces Are 
Advancing from Direction 
of Possiet Bay.

T. PETERSBURG, March 5.— 

The greatest consternation was 

caused here tonight by the 
publication of a proclamation issued 
by the admiral in command at Vladi- 
vostock, the terms of which made it 
clear that Vladivostock, like Port 
Arthur, is to be left to its own de- 


fenses. : 

The proclamation warned all the 
inhabitants living within a radius 
of 17 miles of Vladivostock that the 
government would take all their 
stores of food and cattle, all of which 


would be needed by the garrison. The 


proclamation is nearly identical with 
that issued to the inhabitants of Port 
Arthur when it became apparent to 
the Russian generals in the field that 
Port Arthur was practically at the 
mercy of the Japanese. 
Today’s proclamation at Vladivos- 
tock is taken here to mean that the 
Russian fort has been found to be 
untenable because of the presence of 
the Japanese fleet before the city, 


‘and the approach of the Japanese 


troops from Possiet bay, where they 
were reported to have landed in great 
numbers from transports more than 
a week ago. The greatest apprehen- 
sion for the safety of the garrison 
at Viadivostock is now entertained. 

It is stated that it is the intention 
of the Russians in the field to prac- 
tically abandon Port Arthur and 
Viadivostock to defend themselves as 
best they can against Japanese as- 
paults and concentrate the Russian 
forces along the branches ‘of the 
Trans-Siberian railway to protect 
these as lines of communication. _ 
WARSHIPS OF RUSSIA 

NOT AT VLADIVOSTOCK 

TOKIO, March 5.—An Austrian 
steamer which arrived at Hakodate 
from Vladivostock reports that the 
Russian squadron left Vliadivostock 
on February 29. It is ‘presumed to 
be cruising in northern waters with 
the hope of capturing Japanese mer- 
chantmen. Another report says two 
Russian warships have been seen off 
Usulie bay. | 

Advices from Hakodate do net 
mention any attacks on northern 
ports. 

The steamer Ekatorinoslav, of the 
Russian volunteer transport fleet, 
which had been fitted up as an auxil 
jary cruiser, the steamer Manchuria, 
belonging to the Chinese Eastern 
Railway Company, the _ schooner 
Eliepner and the steam launch Ulide 
have been declared prizes of war by 
the naval court at Sasebo. The de- 
cision of the court is subject to an 
appeal within thirty days. 
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RUSSIA COUNTS 
ON HER NUMBERS 


She Hopes To Overwhelm Japan 
by Superior rorces 


Heavy ‘Land Fighting Not Expected 
Before the End of April—-Port 
Arthur Will Be Defended 
as Heroically as Was 
Sevastopol.

St. Petersburg, March 6.—Although al- 
most four weeks have elapsed since thc 
Japanese first attacked Port Arthur, the 
war is regarded as hardly begun. 

Heavy land fighting, on which the 
fate of the campaign depends, not ex- 
pected much before the end of April. By 
this time Russia will have in the field, 
exclusive of the large army required to 
guard the railroads, four army corps, 
each with a cavalry division and an artil- 
lery brigade. 

To Defend Port Arthur. 

The cripplifig of the Fort Arthur fleet, 
while it gave Japan command of the sea 
at the outset, is of relatively small im- 
portance from a standpoint of the main 
strategy of the war, whether Port Ar- 
thur stands or falls. Russians are de- 
termined to defend Port Arthur as hero- 
ically as fhey did Sevastopol. No large 
garrison will be retained there; 10,000 
men are as good as 100,000 for defense, 
while the more men the more mouths to 
feed. There are enough provisions there 
now to last for eight months. 

Viceroy Alexieff still retains his head- 
quarters at Mukden, through which three 
or four thousand _ soldierssare passing 
daily to the positions which the main 
armies will occupy. The Russians be- 
lieve that for military purposes there is 
only one road over which the Japanese 
can come from Korea. All the troops 
landed at Chemulpo, Mokpho and Chin- 
nampho must use the Pekin road. Con- 
sequently the landings at Paksin bay 
(Song Chin) and other places on the east 
coast of northern Korea are not regarded 
as important. 

To Roll Japanese Back. 

The Russian plans do not contemplate 
taking any chances on the score of in- 
ferior numbers. By sheer’ weight of 
men and guns, if nothing else, when the 
proper time arrfves, Russia counts on 
overwhelming the Jaganese and rolling 
them back through Korea.

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IAPAN ANSWERS 
RUSSIAN ATTACK 


Mikado’s Government Addresses 
Nole to the Powers, 


It Is Asserted That Troops Were 
Landed in Korea Only Upon the 
Written Permission of the 
Emperor—Course of Rus- 
sia in Manchuria. 


Tokio, March 5.—Japan addressed a 
note to the powers today in response to 


the recent communication from Russia. | 


The note has not been published here and 
its contents are unknown. 

Russia's various communications to the 
powers attacking Japan for its conduct 
of diplomatic negotiations before their 
rupture, for its attack upon Russia with 
out declaration of war and for its al- 
leged violation of the neutrality of: Ko- 
rea have been received in Japan largely 
in the spirit of amusement. 

The Japanese mesent what is alleged 
to be a deliberate attempt to place them 
in a false position regarding certain in- 
cidents, but in the main do not take the 
correspondence seriously. Responding 
to the charge of violating the neutral- 
ity of Korea they point to the action 
of Russia in Manchuria, where thou- 
sands of troops were assembled long be- 
fore a diplomatic rupture occurred. They 
Say that they are fully prepared to ac- 
cept the judgment of the powers on a 
comparison of their course in Korea, 
where they landed troops only after a 
state of war existed, and upon the writ- 
ten permission of the emperor of Korea. 

They deny that Chemulpo was a neu- 
tral port after the Japanese landed on 
Fetfuary 8, but whether it was neutral 
or belligerent, Russia began hostilities 
there. When the Russian gunboat Ko- 
rietz steamed out of the harbor of Che- 
mulpo on the-afternoon of February 8, 
she opened fire on the Japanese squad- 
ron, making the opening shot of the war. 
The Japanese guns did not respond, but 
the Japanese torpedo boat destroyers 
answered the fire and discharged two tor- 
pedoes befere the Korietz retired. 

The Japanese are confident of the jus- 
tice and strength of their original po- 
sition in the integrity of China, and the 
fairness Of thele proposal during the ne- 
gotiations. They feel fully justified in 
commencing hostilities after breaking off 
diplomatic relations and serving notice 
of their intention to take independent ac- 
tion. Théy are sure their recent assur- 
ances that they had no intention of tak- 
ing possession of Chinese territory and 
would guarantee the integrity and inde- 
pendence of Korea will be accepted by 
the powers. 


JAPAN TO PUSH WORK 


ON SEOUL-WIJU RAILWAY 

Seoul, March 5.—Japan is ready to 
start the construction of the Seoul-Wiju 
railway at once. The proposed arrange- 
ment may possibly create an issue he- 
tween the Korean and French gzOvern- 
ments, aS a concession was Originally 
granted in 1896 to French citizens, who, 
failing to arrange the financing of the 
road, allowed the concession to lapse in 
1899. Under the agreement the railroad 
was to be built only by the Korean gov- 
ernment under French engineers, with, 
French materials. 

A steamer has arrived at Chemnulpo 
with thousands of tons of materials and 
construction will now be rapidly pusWred 
by the Japanese.

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IAPS FOOL FOES 
BY FALSE LICHT 


Russian Officer Tels of Tor- 
pedo Attack on Port Arthur 


Displaying False Light, the Japanese 
Boats Got Within Striking Dis- 
tance Before They Were Dis- 
covered—Three Warships 
Struck by Torpedoes. 


St. Petersburg, March 5.—A letter from 
an ‘officer of the Russian cruiser Pallada 
has been received here describing the first 
attack by the Japanese upon Port Ar- 
thur. 

The writer denies the story that the of- 
ficers of the Russian fleet were ashore 
and confirms the statement that the Jap- 
anese made use of false lights. He as- 
serts that at |! o'clock at night a prac- 
tice drill] to repel a torpedo attack was 
executed and that toward midnight four 
Russian torpedo boats, which simulated 


the enemy, headed back toward Dalny, 
from which place they had come. The 
crews of the fieet had retired, Only the 
watch remaining on deck. 

The ships were in the outer harbor 
and the captain on the Pallada, which 
vessel occupied the advance position, had 
descended from the bridge for a last look 
around before going below, when he per- 
ceived lights advancing. The ship’s lights 
were white above red—being those of the 
Russian warships when they enter the 
harbor. The captain of the Pallada sup- 
posed the approaching vessels were the 
Russian torpedo boats returning from 
Dalny and his suspicions were only arous- 
ed when upon drawing nearer they cov- 
ered and uncovered their lights at Ir- 
regular intervals. The signal tower sig- 
naled that the lights were not under- 
stood, 

At this moment the Pallada’s captain, 
through the thick night, made out the out- 
lines of the torpedo boat destroyers’ 
smoke stacks in pairs, amidships. As the 
stacks of the Russian destroyers are in 
line fore and aft, the crews of the Rus- 
sian ships were instantly called to quar- 
tera, 

In less than three minutes the Pallada’s 
men were at their posts, orders were 
given that the guns be charged with 
grape and a fierce fire was opened on 
the oncoming Japanese. The battle ships 
Czarevitch and Retvizan, which were in 
the fore a short distance astern of the 
Pallada, also opened fire almost imme- 
diately. A terrific explosion occurred un- 
der the hull of the Pallada, raising a 
torrent of water which submerged the 
cruiser’s deck, but did not stop, her firing 
or maneuvering, which now, howeve1, 
was complicated by the measures taken 
to close a breach amidships, below the 
water line, caused by the explosion of the 
torpedo. 

Soon afterwards two other torpedoes 
exploded almost simultaneously, one un- 
der the bow of the Retvizan and one un- 
der the stern of the Czarevitch. This 
double explosion ended the attack, the 
Japanese vessels retiring at full speed. 


PEACE OF WORLD 
NOT ENDANGERED 


By War in Progress Between 
Russia and Japan, 


In Paris and in London It Is Held 
That Events of the Last Week 
Have Tended To Better the 
Situation—France and 
China. 


Paris, March 5.—The official view in 
Paris does not share the opinion which 
is said to prevail in Washington and 
Berlin, that the threatening Russophobie 
attitude of the Chinese generals, Ma and 
Yunn Shi Kai, commander in chief, may 
lead to a breach of China’s neutrality 
and compel France to take action in be- 
half of Russia 

Reports in Paris confirm those which 
have reached Washington and other cap- 
itals that the Chinese troops are showing 
much activity in northern Chtna and along 
the Manchurian border. They also indi- 
cate that bands of ChineSe brigands are 
taking advantage of the present oppor- 
tunity to resume their depredations and 
raids through Manchifla, but the offi- 
cers in Paris say it is a mistake to con- 
nect such action of irreguiar Chinese 
forces with the actions of the Chinese 
government 

The. positive and definite purpose of the 
French authorities is to deal only with 
the government of China, and not to 
consider lawless acts of various irre- 
Sponsible military bodies. 

It is pointed out that China declares 
war: and so long as the Chinese gov- 
ernment makes no formal declaration of 
war France will not regard aS war meéas- 
ures actions takee oy irresponsible Chi- 
nese generals or bands. 

It is not expected that Japan's inten- 
tion to build the Seoul and Wiju raul- 
road wil] cause any serious clash with 
the owners Of fhe early French conces- 
sions.

The old observers, the Siatuortibe, and those who depend on nature 
for the most of their lore, as well as for a large part of their knowledge, 


will shake their heads and tell you that whatever else you may hear, no: 


matter how or where, there is one fact you niust not lose sight of—namely, 
that our climate is changing. They will admit that the change is not taking 
place so rapidly that the results are obvious in any one year, or in any ten 
years, but rapidly enough, nevertheless, for those who have kept tab on the 
weather for the past fifty years to know that the seasons are not what they 


used to be. 


On the other hand, the esteemed managers of the weather bureau, affa- 


ble and ktnd, will smile and tell you that in dishing out the weather to a 
complaining world, the law of averages prevails; but it should be remarked, 
in behalf of truth and a clear understanding, that the weather bureau 


is not one of our ancient institutions. 
many yeers. 


The cold Friday antedates it by a good 
So does the Harrison freshet, and various seismic conyulsions 


notorious in history; and there are many men living today, village oracles 
and county historians, who were middle-aged citizens long before the weath- 


er bureau was inventea. 


Youth is no crime, as is well known; 


in fact, it is.a great gift, when 


accompanied by modesty, and we are not disposed to criticise the dispensers 


of our weather bulletins. 


Nor do we expect any great show of modesty from 


that quarter, for when was ever an institution known to be modest, or shy, 


or inclined to blush? 


From ail this, it may. be supposed that we place 


small confidence in the bureau, but, indeed, we do but mean to say that in 


the matter of knowledge and experience it is far behind an old observer who 


has measured his three score years and ten. 
The bureau leaps toward what is scientific, and the most reticent of the 
dispensers of weather bulletins will tell you._more about the moon than all 


the astronomers know. 


This, however, 


is strictly in accordance with the 


spirit of the age,.which imagines itself to be scientific and practical, and 
is ready and anxious to rationalize with respect to any subject under the sun, 


especially that which is venerable and sacred. 
rating the importance of the weather bureau. 


We have no notion of under- 
It has made some valuable 


contributions to knowledge, and as a dispenser of current information about 


the weather it stands alone. 


It is busy mapping out the wind currents day 


by day, and predicting the kind of weather we are to have for breakfast 
every morning; and if it misses as often as it hits, that is due to the fact 
that the wind bloweth as it listeth, and no man knows whence it cometh or 
whither jt goeth.” But for theefact that it is prone to lead a cold wave in 
this direction at all sorts of untimely hours, we should always be at peace

bureau would all be put to shame.

You inquire about the weather, and 


Straightway a problem that all the science the world has ever had, or ever 


will have, falls on the brim of your hat and thence to the ground.

the ‘testimony of the oak. Its reply to your inquiries is @ riddle, indeed, and 
a riddle it will ever remain, but, even so, it is of far more tmportance than 


the weather; 


for what avails the pride and boasts of science if it can 


neither fathom nor unravel the mystery of mysteries that lies warm and snug 
atthe heart of this frail. thing that can be swallowed atagulp bya runtof a 
shoat, or crunched wy the heel of a child? 

‘The scientist can tell you as much about the acorn as any vagrant 


youngster you may meet, and that is saying a great deal. 


The youngster can 


tell you, should he take time from his mudpies to reflect a moment, that 
the acorn is an acorn, and that huddled at the heart of it is an oak, possibly 


as large as the tree from which it fell. 


How it is, or why, in the economy 


of Providence, so large*a thing can be developed in so frail a vessel, the 
child cannot tell you; nor can he tell you just how the vital spark is to be 
kindled, nor through what forms of mould and dust it will have to pass. 
But neither can the scientist; he knows as much as the child, and of essen- 
tia] knowledge—the knowledge that will pursue the acorn through all the 
processes and accommodations that are to mark its future—he has not a 
grain more than is necessary to inform him that he knows nothing.

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Cotton Boll Worm Controlled. 

In today’s Constitution is presented 
an extensive synopsis of the very in- 
teresting and widely important bulle- 
tin of the United States agricultural 
department, giving a graphic report of 
the research, tests and varied experi- 
ments made in the infected regions of 
Texas by the entomologists of the de- 
partment, in regard to the ravages of 
the cotton boll worm, or boll weevil, as 
it is commonly called. The experimen- 
tal work was in charge of A. L, Quain- 
tance and the recommendations made, 
as the result of exhaustive study and 
close attention to the nature and hab- 
its of the worm, will probably prove of 
great value to the cotton planters of 
the south. 

There is no more important. work 
before the cotton growers today thau 
the speedy control of the bol] worm, as 
it now seriously menaces the chiel 
money crop, not only of Texas, but in- 
directly of the whole southern sec- 
tion of the United States. 

The ravages of the cotton boll worm 
during the past few years has been 
the subject of wide comment and even 
Europe is interested in the experi- 
ments made to exterminate the pest. 
Crossing the Rio Grande from Mexico, 
after paralyzing the cotton growing 
industry of that country, the weevil 
spread ever a large part of Texas, en- 
tailing a loss of $5,000,000 last season 
to the farmers of that state, at a very 
conservative estimate. There is very 
imminent danger of the plague cross- 
ing the Mississippi and thereby infect- 
ing the cotton crop of the eastern gulf 
states. 

In their intense desire to curb the 
ravages of the pest, the legislature of 
Texas offered $50,000 in rewards for 
an efféctive remedy and to make ex- 
perimental tests. The United States

government also appropriated a large 
amount to cover tests and the depart- 
ment of agriculture undertook a series 
of experiments in the infected district. 
In the neighborhood of the infected 
section and on rich “second bottom” 
soi] that had easily produced one bale 
of cotton to the &cre, there was made 


in 1902 only 2% bales on 850 acres, 


owing to the rdvages of the weevil. 

Despite the research made by the 
agricultural department since 1854 and 
official announcement of the best 
methods to employ in its control, 
which seem not to have been put into 
general practice, the injury done by 
the: boll worm has continued to- in- 
Crease and the infected territory to 
spread rapidly. 

Radical measures have been pro- 
posed for the extermination of the 
dreaded pest. The plan has been sug- 
gested of raising no cotton in the af- 
fected district for two seasons in the 
hope of. exterminating the boll worm. 
From the voracious nature of the wee- 
vill and its natural preference for a 
diet of corn, this is seen to be imprac- 
tical. 

Various ania remedies of extermi- 
nation were tried and declared insuf- 
ficient by the entomologists. A treat- 
ment of the plants with poison was the 
favored remedy evolved, as fully set 
forth in the report published  else- 
where today. 

The presence of the boll worm in 
Texas is a menace to the cotton crop 
of the whole southern states, as cotton 
planters recognize it is a question of 
only a few seasons when its ravages 
will extend into the eastern cotton 
growing states. The condition is se- 
rious and the Outlook threatening to 
the commerce and general prosperity 
of the south unless the remedies sug- 
gested by the entomologists. shal) 
prove effective and economical,

The natural apprehension felt in 
some quarters when the cold snap 
struck Georgia Thursday night, has 
happily been overcome by the asgsur- 
ances from all party of the state that 
no serious dathage was done to the 
promising fruit crop_of the state. All 
indications point to the most success- 
ful fruit season in melons, peaches 
and other fruits for many years/ 

The peach industry of Georgia has 
come to play a big part in her com- 
mercial operations and the crop is be- 
ing rapidly developed, a half million 
more trees having been planted this 
year. If the crop matures in good 
shape, it will mean several millions in 
revenue to the state from the peach 
trees alone. 

It is not to be supposed fora raiidte 
that the fruit crop will be allowed to 
come to generous fruition without be- 
ing assailed many more times by the 
weather and the Frost King. It ig an 


hear many times within the next few 
months the startling news that “the 
peach crop has been killed.” There 
is almost as much excitement and un- 
certainty for the farmer in bringing a 
peach crop to the maturing point as in 
holding his cotton crop for the maxi- 
mum selling price. And yet the man 
with a peach orchard is usually a sat- 
isfied looking citizen during July and 
early August. With an aburdance of 
the luscious fruit for home consump- 
tion and a million or two crates to 
ship to the northern markets for dis- 
posal at from 75 cents to $2.50 per 
crate, there is abundant explanation 
of the self-satisfied look and content- 
ed feeling.- There is raised nowhere 
in the country a superior to the Geor- 
gia peach, which is famous through- 
out the world. Delaware cannot sur- 
pass the product of our orchards and 
the fruit of California is insipid and 
tasteless in comparison with it.

in northeast Georgia, and each tree 
bearing an average of two-thirds of a 
crate per season, the importance of 
this industry in the state’s develop- 
ment is readily seen.

New York, March 5.—One priest and 
two servants were Killed and two other 
priests were severely injured at a fire 
which destroved St. Patrick Roman Cath: 
olic church and the adjoining rectory in 
Long Island City today Those killed 
were the Rev. Father Ernest and Mary 
and Margaret Brady, domestics.

The dodies 
of all three were so badly burned as to 
be scarcely recognizable.

Kirkwood resulted in a big majority for 
incorporation and the town will soon be 
under a government of its own. 

The total vote was 64 for incorporation 
and 4 against incorporation. The total 
registration was 82.

The citizens are greatly pleased with 
the result of the election, as they con- 
sider it means a pronounced step of ad- 
vancement for their town. The object 
of incorporation is to secure schools, 
lights, better roads and general improve- 
ment. Kirkwood now has no school, not 
even a county institution, but it is ex. 
pected that the town will be enjoying 
school advantages within a short time. 

The area of the proposed corporate lim- 
‘its is about one mile square, and in this 
is embraced a population of about 800. 
The taxable value of the property is 
estimated at $4,Q00.

BLAIR DECLARES 


‘TISCOBB'S TUR 


Candidate for Senate Talks 
| the Rotation System, 


Quotes the Resolution Under Which 
New Rotation System Was Es- 
tablished, Giving Fulton 
Better Representation 
in the Senate. 


Hon. D. W. Blair, of Cobb county, was 
in Atlanta yesterday on legal matters 
and was seen by a reporter of The Con- 
stitution for an expression of his views 
on the district senatorial] situation. 

Mr. Blair said: 

“T have no fears whatever in regard 
to the attitude of the good people of 


Fulton county with reference to my can- 
didacy for senator from this district. 
Clearly Cobb county is entitled to the 
senatorship under the present plan of 
rotation adopted by the district demo- 
eratic convention six years ago and which 
has been effective ever since. 

“In order that there may be no mis- 
apprehension as to the order of rotation 
established by the convention I will give 
you the exact language of the resolution, 
a copy of which I have with me. It is 
ag follows: 

‘Whereas. This convention has adopt- 
ed resolutiohs contemplating the rear- 
rangement of the thirty-fifth senatorial 


district so that the county of Fulton 
shall constitute said district; therefore, 


it 

“ ‘Resolved, That the membefs of this 
convention uSe all their efforts to secure 
the pasSage of a bill carrying the pur- 
pose of said resolution into effect. Be it 

* ‘Resolved further, That should said 
bill fail tg become a law and should the 
delegates from Fulton county to this 
convention agree upon a Cobb county 
democrat for the nominee of this con- 
vention to represent the thirty-fifth sen- 
atorfal diStrict under the former rota- 
tion plan, that this convention adopt, as 
a basis of rotation, after the term of said 
Cobb county nominee, and to be effect- 
ive until said county of Fulton shall con- 
stitute the thirty-fifth district, the follow- 
ing plan:, The democratic candidates for 
senator of the thirty-fifth district for the 
next two terms to be selected from the 


“democrats of Fulton county; for the fol- 


lowing one term, from the democrats of 
Cobb county, and for the following one 
term, from the democrats of Clayton 
county. Be it further 

“ ‘Resolved, That should the Fulton 
delegates to this convention agree upon 
a Covb county democrat as the nominee 
of this convention, then each of the 
members of this convention shall pledge 
himself to use his best efforts to carry 
into effect the agreement set out in this 
resolution as to the establishment of a 
just and equitable system of rotation.’ 

“Now, does the language of this reso- 
lution admit of any possible doubt or am- 
biguity as to the order of the rotation? 

‘It is true that Clayton county pro- 
tested against the resolution when it was 
adopted by the convention and ‘refused 
to make the action of the convention 
unanimous, but the six delegates. from 
Fulton and the four delegates from Cobb 
voted together and adopted the resolu- 
tion by a vote of ten to two. The dem- 
ocrats of Cobb county have cheerfully 
acquies¢ed«in the resolution and have 
rallied to the support of Fulton county’s 
candidate for senator for each of two 
successive terms as provided by the res- 
olution, whereas the delegates from Clay- 
ton county have opposed the choice of 
Fulton county and offered an opposing 
candidate. I have too Much confidence 
in the honesty, fairness and loyalty of 
the Fulton county democracy to believe 
that they would be willing to accept the 
fruits of the loyalty of Cobb’s dem- 
ocrats in complying with the resolution, 
without standing up to Cobb county now 
that it is our turn to be benefited by the 
terms of the mutual agreement, 

“The very reason calling for a differ- 
ence in representation in favor of Fulton 
county applies equally in favor of Cobb 
county over Clayton, Under the present 
plan of rotation Fulton coynty, because 
largest in population, gets two terms to 
our one, and the only advantage Cobb 
county receives over Clayton is the pref- 
erence of succession, only taking its term 
pefore Clayton, although three times as 
large.”’ 

“But whatever may have been the rea- 
sons actuating the party, the rotation 
plan has been legally adopted, has been 
repeatedly applied and speaks for itself. 
Cobb@®ounty has stood squarely by the 
agreement for Fulton's benefit, . when 
Clayton county protested, and now Cobb 
calls upon the democrats of Fulton coun- 
ty for only the same loyalty and good 
faith. 

“The people of Cobb county had no 
idea that the Fulton local committee 
would undertake to pass on this question, 
and received no notice of any kind. I 
understand that the resolutions of the 
district convention were not even read to 
the committee. I fee] sure that if the 
committee will investigate the record and 
facts in the matter they will reach the 
unanimous conclusion that Cobb county 
is entitled to the senator. If notice had 
been given that the matter was to be 
considered, sufficient data would have 
been furnished to satisfy the mind of 
any disinterested democrat on the sub- 
ject. 

“At any rate, I suppose each voter will

Co on Bank Statement. 

New York; March 5.—The New York 
Financier this week says: 

“The most noticeable features of the 
official etatemerit of the New York as- 
sociated banks last week were new high 
records for loans, apecie, cash reserve 
and deposits. The loans are now, it 
will be observed, within $81,600 of the 
biflion @ollar mark. ‘The net increase !n 
cash reserve was $961,500, or $2,041,600 
less than the amount of gain, which was 

estimated on the basis of the traceable 
movements of money during the week. 
Bome discrepancy between the estimated 
and the officially reported increase was 
looked for, but so great a difference as 
that shown was somewhat surprising. It 
may have been due, however, to.move- 
ments incident to preparations for compli- 
ence with the treasury call for the sur- 
render of public deposits, or, what seems 
to be more reasonable, to the decrease 
fn circulation and to remittances for the 
retirement of bank notes for the account 
of correspondents. The deposits were in- 
creased by $12,673,400, which is greater 
by $2,002,600 than the sum of the net 
gain in cash, and of the increase in loans; 
therefore the statement does not bal- 
ance. The increase in required reserve, 
due to the augmented deposits, was $3,- 
168,350. Deducting these from the net 
gain in cash leaves $2,206,850 as “the re- 
duction in surplus reserve to $29,943,350. 
Computed upon thaf basis of deposits, 
less those of $39,127,200 public funds, 
the surplus is $39,737,650. The loan and 
deposit items of the banks will not likely 
be more or less affected during the next 
three weeks by the operations of transfer 
to the special depositories from the in- 
terior of deposits of public funds, which 
transfer must be completed on or before 
March 25. These deposits, until they 
shall be surrendered to the treasury, will 
tend to increase supplies of loanable 
funds. and they will also be reflected in 
the deposit line of the statement.

The money outlook is 
not without its obscurity, nevertheless, 
and is undoubtedly a super inducing cause 
of the lethargy in stocks. The continu- 
ing rate for time loans paid by the great 
railroad corporations on their notes is 
an indication that resources are being 
conserved by the banks for expected de- 
mands of this character. : 
The fixing of the date for the with- 
drawal of government deposits from the 
national banks to provide for the Panama 
canal payment serves to define the lines 
of one of the uncertainties which have 
clouded the money market and to és- 
tablish confidence in the ability of the 
market to meet the situation without dis- 
turbance. The disproportionate ease in 
the call loan market is partly explained 
by the policy of the railroad corporations 
in keeping the proceeds of note issues on 
deposit at the great banks for use in the 
call loan market, pending their active em- 
ployment. The outgo of gold to South 
America, which has ¢ommenced during 
the week, is a notice that London is able 
to call on New York for assistance in 
meeting its obligations for food stuffs 
in that quarter, which have been taken 
in unusually large volume by Treason 
of the artificial prices forced by specu- 
lation in our own pro@ucts.

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DUEL BETWEEN RUSSIAN 
AND POLISH POLICEMEN 
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The Duel in Warsaw Between the Russian Count Dombsky and thes 
Poles Who Were Celebrating the Russian Defeats. Drawn From af 
Sketch Made by an Eye-Witness. 


Reproduced from The London ® 
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A Russian Nobleman Held Police at Bay Eight Hours. 
Killed Four Citizens and Wounded Thirty Be- 
fore He Could Be Shot. 


From a Staff Correspondent. 

Warsaw, February 23.—Count Vladi- 
mir Dombsky’s mati duel with the War- 
saw public and police—as bloody and ex- 
citing as some of the conflicts with ‘‘bad 
men’’ of which Bret Harte used to write 
—appears to have been due indirectly to 
the Russo-Japanese war. 

It wag at I! o’clock on Sunday night 
that the count’s sanguinary fit came upon 
him. There had been what the Russian 
press termed ‘‘patriotic demonstrations’ 
gofhg on all day in Warsaw. 

As a matter of fact, however, the dem- 
onstrations were the reverse of patriotic. 
Patriotism in Poland, when it dares to 
vent itself openly, takes only one form 
—an intense desire to free the country 
from the grip of Russia. And because 
it is realized that only through Russia’s 
defeat by some other power can Poland's 
dream of liberty that once wag hers be 
again realized. Poland’s sympathies in 
the present struggle are all. with plucky 
little Japan. 

Count Dombsky’s name alone would im- 
ply that he is a Russian, and it is sur- 
mised that brooding over the manifesta- 
tions he had witi.essed had unhinged his 
mind and filled him with a blood-lust. 

With his repeating rifle in hand and an 
abundant supply of cartridges the count 
stationed himself in the balcony of his 
apartments in the Rue Zlota. The street 
was crowded at the time, Suddenly a 
ehot rang out, followed by a shriek 
of mortal agony, for the count is a good 
marksman, gnd had taken , deliberate 
aim. 

The first effect on the crowd was to 
cause a rush for the scene to see what 
had happened. In quick qgucoegsion sev- 
¢ral more shots were fired by the mad- 
man, two of which told. Then it sud- 
denly dawned upon the people that the 
man in the balcony was shooting at 
them. Right and left they fled, tumbling 
over one another in their eagerness to 
get beyond range of the rifle, and as 
they ran bullet after bullet sped after 
them. efore the street was cleared the 
maniac tnt shot dead two people, mor- 
tally wounded a woman and 4 boy of 
ten, and inflicted dangerous wounds on 
many more. 

The police, with prudent regard for 
thelr own safety, for which they can 
hardly be blamed, at (first contented 
themselves with closing the street at 
either end, thus preventing affy people 
from entering it, hoping that the count’s 
mad fit would pass or that growing 
weary ha would relinsyuish his post on the 
balcony. But in both respects they were 


disappointed. 


At 2 o'clock in the morning the count 


) still held possession of the balcony, ac- 


tuated by the same deadly purpose to 
shoot any person—man, woman or child 
—Wwhom he discovered within range of his 
rifle. Nor despite the precaution taken 
by the police did he lack for victims in 
the interval. 

In the panic that seized the crowd, 
when they first discovered that they were 
objects of the madman’s fury, many of 
them sought refuge in doorways and be- 
hind pillars. As time went on séveral 
o® these who were thus hiding, concluded 
that they might with safety make an 
effort to regain their homes and left 
their places of concealment, some dashing 
of at full speed, others striving to slink 
off unmolested by crouching close to the 
houses. 

But the Dalcony occupied by the mad- 
man, projecting over the street several! 
feet, gave hun an uninterrupted view of 
it in either direction for a considerable 
distance, and he watched for possible 
vfctims with all the vigilance of a wide- 
awake sénfry on picket duty, his rifle 
ringing out instantly when the sound 
of hasty footsteps or a shadow in motion 
showed ‘that some one was trying to es- 
cape him, and more than one person was 
fhus shot at a distance of 200.vards. 

Realizing at last that playing a waiting 
game with the maniac would only in- 
crease the number of his victims, the 
police summahed the fire department to 
their aid. A well directed stream of 
water from a powerful fir@ engine will 
knock a man out as effectually as a 
blow from a stout club. But the firemen 
found it impossible to play upon the 
madman without exposing themselves to 
his rifle and after one or two of them 
had been wounded they concluded that 
fighting an homicidal maniac behind “> 
gun did not properly form part of their 
efficial duties and told the police that 
Pthey would have to tacklé the job them- 
selves, 

The police then formed themselves in- 
to an attacking force and entering the 
house frgm the rear sdugst to gain ‘the 


count’s apartments. But this reethod of 
attack they found had been anticipated 
by the cunning of the madman and he 
had made his preparat@dns to defeat it. 
Through the locked door at the top of 
the flight of stairs leading to his room 
he had, by repeated shots, drilled a good- 
sized hole, and when he heiwd. footsteps 
on the stairs\began blazing away through 
th +hole with a r@olver, The police 
soon decided that a rear attack was quite 
as hazardous as a frontal one and beat a 
retreat. 

It having now become evident that the 
mad count could not be secured without 


further loss of life it was d@ided that he

as Feerton Ryerson Young, whose long 
residence in the northwest, In the heart 
of the Indian country and close to the 
heart of the people, has given him singu- 
lar opportunities to hear the ‘‘stories and 
traditions” at first hand and in many va- 
riations, from the most renowned story 
tellers of the Algonquin race. Dr,

This may be 
true, but should mt discount the fact 
that Fra Elbertus wields a popular pen. 

At home the hreaking up of the Hub- 
bafd family has hurt Fra Elbertus, It 
has done him no good away from home. 
A prominent author joking refers to Hub- 
bard as being the “saddest d0g extant 
in the literary” firmament.”’ Hubbard 
nasn't decided to take it as a compli- 
ment.

‘MODERN JAPANESE LITERATURE 


- 


(Yone Noguchi, in The Critic.) 

Up to 1895, novel writing was not look- 
ed- upon as a respectable profession. The 
public would not permit it to be ca'led 
a gentleman’s work. It was regarded 
as an unpardonable diversion of unworthy 
prodigies. The authors were accused of 
being a demoralizing influence. However, 
the fault may be with them, since they 
indulged, often provokingly, in the de- 
piction of the lower class of women. The 
geisha was their favorite heroine. I am 
told that Ogai Mori was oftengwarned by 
his surgeon general (Ogai was a higher 
army doctor) that he would shorten his. 
dignity by his novel publication. There 
is no place like the Japanese army where 
even an ill fitting dignity is necessary. 
Once for some years Ogai stopped writ- 
ing, seeing himself in danger of losing 
his place. What a prejudice! But hap- 
pily such a thing couldn’t happen to- 
day when the invasion of western thought 
has cleared it off. Authors have come 
to command respect. They couldn't make 
a living by writing oniy twenty years 
ago, but today they are on the fair 
road to progperity, the public demand tor 
literature of any sort having tremendous- 
ly increased. They will put a price o. 
their writing, counting the pages, if not 
the words, like Americans. Nearly all 
the young students turned to writers at 
once. Hence the overflow of novels jin 
1899 and 1900! Not one in a hundred 
had literary merit—too often, alas! they 
verged on the coarse and scandalous. The 
booKs were hardly pictures of human life. 
What could those young writers’ tender 
brains know? The gentleman avove 35 
would not bestow even a glance upon 
their work. ‘‘Where is the human in- 
terest?’ he would sternly demand. Our 
Japanese woman rarely reads. The books 
circulate Only among the students, who 
are glad to be imbecile. + They lost the 
public respect at once, which they gain- 
ed after the hardest battle. You will 
see no more of literary events today. 
Commercialism has destroyed everything. 
And the well-established authors, like 
Tsubouchi, Koyo or Ruban, did not come 
to the rescue in the crisis. For the last 
three vears the public are denouncing 
the modern novel. So it is_in America, 
isn’t it? Japan is also floating up and 
down on the world’s current

John Peter Zenger, who, in 1726, es- 
tablished the second printing office in 
New York, was the accused in what wus 
probably the most famous trial in cola- 
nial history.

It was in tone opposed to the royal gov- 
ernor of the province. The open attacks 
upon Governor Cosby soon brought forth 
an order directing certain issues of Zen- 
ger’s paper to be ‘‘seizeq and burned by 
the hands of the common hangman.” 
This order was followed by the arrest 
of Zenger, who was charged with sedi- 
tious libel, upon information, the grand 
jury having failed to Indict him. 

‘The trial of Zenger first established in 
North America the principle that In pros- 
ecution for libel the jury were the judges 
of both the law and the facts. The liberty 
of the press was secure from assault 
and the people became equipped with the 
most powerful .weapon for successfully 
combatting arbitrary power, the right of 
freely criticizing the conduct of pubhe 
men, more than fifty years before the 
celebrated trial of ‘‘Junius’ gave the 
same privilege to the people of Eng- 
land. ,; 

The refusal of the grand jury to indict 
Zenger, the disbarment of two of the 
most prominent attorneys of the time, 
and other acts, created great public in- 
terest in the trial. 

Andrew Hamilton, of Philadélphia, en- 
gaged to defend Zenger, admitting the 
publication of the papers, pleaded the 
truth of the alleged libels, and contra- 
dicting the legal maxims of the day, ‘‘the 
—— the porte on Sh agreed the libel,”’ 
nsisted upon the . O e ju 
to ienetenne the deaion. cules 

The verdict of not guilty was received 
with applause, and is today recognized 
as the first decisive caSe that made for 
the liberty of the press in America. 

The series of unjust and oppressive acts 
of which this trial was the culmination 
had a very direct bearing upon the com- 
mencement of the American revolution. 
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) growing in’ power for the last ten years. 
Soho Tokutomi is the most prominent

BIT has been put into the jaws 

of the Chattahoochee river and a 

bridle has been placed over its 
head at a cost of $1,500,000. 

The stream is preparing to yield 14,000- 
horse power for those who have con- 
quered it. 

The bit is a dam that is 1,000 feet 
long, rising 50 feet above the ped of 
the river, having a width of 65 feet 
at its base and 1!5 feet at its top. The 
bridle is composeqg@ of the big 
house and its immense steel turbines 
that rest in the river. 

The 14,000-horse power that is to re- 
sult. from this equipment is going to fur- 
nish electric light and power to Atlanta. 
‘the current will be in the wires of the 
Atlanta Water and Electric Power Com- 
pany—which is the name of the corpo- 
ration that has built the dam—by the 
‘middie of next August, notwithstanding 
the fact that the contract did pot require 
ihe completion of the work‘ until next 
January. 

All during the veers that Atlanta has 
been growing and thriving within 8 
miles of the Chattahoochee river every 
ane has known that the horse power 
was in the river, but until Forrest Adair 
and Jack J. Spalding became interested 
in the question, no one took hold of the 
miatier. There nave been speculations

regarding the good that would result 
to Atlanta from the bridling of the Chat- 
tahoochee river and estimates have been 
made of the horse power that was flowing 
untamed past the gates of the city. 

Few, however, knew of Bulj sluice. 
It is ine the most remote portion of Ful- 
ton county, being almost at the .point 
where Cobb, ‘Milton and Fulton counties 
meet. Just above it Is the famous little 
town of Roswell, where the mother of 
President Roosevelt lived. 


What Bull Sluice Was. 

Bull sluice, before the workmen went 
there, consisted simply of two hills ai- 
rectly opposite each other on either bank 
of the Chattahoochee river. The place 
has for years been well known among 
those who love the woods because of its 
scenery, but for the reason that it is 
about fifteen miles from Atlanta and 
was formerly inaccessible except from 
either Marietta or Roswell, {t was vis~- 
ited only by occasional camping or tramp- 
*ng parties. 

Eighteen months ago the possibilities 
of Bull sluice were recognized by Mr. 
Adair and Mr. Spaldihg and within the 
space of two or three months 500 men 
were sent to inhahkit the former fores?. 
A spur track was run to the place by 
the Southerg railway, the 500 men be- 
gan blasting into the hills and now the

scene is one of continual activity and it 
is destined to remain so. 

The dam was projected between the two 
hills referred to. They were found to 
consist almost entirely of solid rock, 
The contractors blasted into these hills 
and started constructing the dam inside 
them. The concrete, therefore. not only 
enters the hill, but is tied there. A stick 
of dynamite placed at the base of the 
dam at eithér end would blow away a 
portion’ of the hill with it. 

The construction of the base of the dam 
Was equally as scientific and fortunate. 
The base of the river was found to con- 
sist of solid rock.- The contractors blast- 
ed down to a depth of 12 feet before 
they commenced building up.’ In conse- 
quence the base of the dam is 12 feet 
below the bed of the river ang {ts built 
into solid rock. 


Strata Aids the Big Dam. 

The strata of the rock also helped to 
make the dam strong. The strata inclines 
up the river at an angle cf about 45 de- 
grees. Consequently the pressure of the 
water gn the dam is pressure also. agatnst 
the strata of the rock and as the strata 
is inclined up the river the dam is there- 
by made stronger,

ome now nearing completion at Bull 
Sluice. They assert that a cloudburst 
might carry the water 50 feet above the 
top of the dam and the only result would 
be that the water would wash over the 
top of the structure. 

Danger from the dam is reduced to @ 
minimum by gates that have been con- 
structed at its base on the Fulton coun- 
ty side. These gates will be directly 
under the power house. In case of a 
freshet that carries the water too high 
these gates may be lifted and the water 
allowed to escape by going under the 
dam. .This will relieve the pressure. 

A feature of <he work that has been 
little thought of and rarely spoken of 
is the fact that it will benefit the wa- 
ter,supply of Atlanta and save much of 
the wear on the pumps of the Chatta- 
hoochee pumping station of the Atlanta 
water works system. As is well Known 
the water of the Chattahoochee river, 
while fperfectily pur@ contains much 
sand and silica, from which it must be 
freed. before it is given the water con- 
sumers in Atlanta, ® 

Will Clarify Atlanta Water. 

One way to get rid of both the sand 
and silica is by sedimentation, This is 
done both at the Chattahoochee station 
and in the reservoir at the Hemphill 
station. The sedimentation that occurs 
at the Chattahoochee station, however, is 
not of very much benefit. Sgnd and sill- 
ca are continually wearing away the 
ralves of the pumps at the Chattahoochee 
station andewhen the river is very muddy 
it is necessary to cease pumping alto- 
vether, 

Now the dam at Bull sluice, about /2 
miles above the Chattahoochee station 
of the Atlanta ‘water works system, will 
making 
an artificial lake that will be 6 miles 
long and 2 !-2 miles wide in places. The 
sedimentation that has been spoken of 
will take place there. The sand anid 
silica in the water will drop to the bot- 
tom of the lake aff comparatively clear 
water will flow through the steel tur- 
bines. 

Consequently the water that passes 
through the intake pipe at Bolton will 
be clearer and the wear upon the engines 
of the Chaftahoochee station wfll be less. 
The water that is pumped into the reser- 
voir will be clearer.

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HE south is widely acknowleged as

It truthfully 
boasts of offering the most tempting 
Heid for investment and scientific culti- 
vation; it is acknowledged to yield the 
richest return for labor and capital right- 
ly combined and energetically applied, 
Bnd for all classes and conditions of 
people, it is the most amiable secticn 
of the country,in which to pass one's 
existence.

By .the same token, south Georgia is 
the most delightful portion of Georgia. 
The developments of the past few years 
in cotton and corn ang timber, the ample 
return from money nut into native én- 
terprises and the promising suggestions 
of profit in natural resources which are 
yet but partially developed, speak verv 
forcibly of the generally awakened inter- 
est In this section, and of greater things 
to follow as tle result of the increased 
energy everywhere witnessed and of en- 
couraging and widesnread activity.

The Flint river forms its west- 
ern boundary and the creeks which make 
the Ocklockonee river, drain the eastern 
portion.

The county seat is Camilla, and the 
Ttiving little manufacturing town of Pel- 
ham, its principal city. 

In the Latitude of Palestine.

Palestine, the promised 
Canaan. designated by God Himself to 
hless the labors of a favored people, lies 
between parallel 3! degrees and parallel 
23 degrees, 20 minutes north jatitude. On 
this side, the thirty-first parrallel passes 
slightly north of the southern border line 
of Georgia, marking the northern boun- 
darv line of Lowndes and Brooks coun- 
ties and the greater part of that of De- 
cature and Charlton, while the thirty- 
third degree passes just north of Macon, 
thus placing south Georgia in the same 
‘relative position on the globe as Pales- 
tine. It is well enough to note and fe- 
Wicitate ourselves, however, that neither

the topography nor the 
products of this favored section of Geor- 
gia ‘Are gimilar to those of the land of 
Canaan. There is here no Dead Sea, with 
a wild, barren and rocky waste of coun- 
try bcrdering it, while the dates. bananas, 
figs, olives and almonds that are suffi- 
cient to sustain the Mohammedan, would 
not, and fortunately need not, satisfy the 
natural yearning for food of the normal, 
healthy inhabitant of the wire grass re- 
gion; Thovgh net so rich in nistory and 
having none of the revered sights and 
world-renowned wonders that Damascus 
and Syria and [#ebanon and Jerusalem 
present to the sightseer and preserve for 
Christians and Mosiems, south Georgia 
is vastly richer in those materia] things 
whereby men subsist, and is’ incompar- 
ably-a more comfortable place to live in 
for those not bound by the code of the 
sultan. 
Fifty Miles From the Gulf. 

The climate of Mitchell county is well- 
nigh ideal. Its winter climate is iden- 
tical with that of famed Thomasville, 
only 24 miles away, natural conditions 
being in practically all respe¢gts the same. 
In winter there is hardly more than 
enough frost to clear the cotton fields 
and the delightful summer davs are ‘ern- 
pered and the nights made pleasant and 
refre:@'ng by the coo) winds from the 
gulf, only 50 miles distant.

Handles Vast Volume of Freight. 

Nearly thirty years ago the branch of 
the Savannah, Florida and Western, ex- 
tending from Albany, the terminus of 
the Central of Georgia, to Thomasville, in 
Thomas county, and passing through 
Mitchell county from north to seuth, was 
completed, and opened up a vast and 
marvelously productive territory to 
epeedy development. The freight from 
no point on the road equalled that from 
the little town of Pelham, and during 
1903 the receipts from that point showed 
a volume of business three times the 
size of any other town of equal popula- 
tion in the state. 

The leading concerns which have given 
to the railroads this amount of business 
are the Hand Trading Company, capital- 
ized at $200,000, and with a surplus of 
nearly $50,000 and doing a business 'n 
general merchandise of three-quarters 
of a million a year; the Pelham Guano 
Works, Pelham Cotton Seed Oil Mill 
and Pelham Manufacturing Company. 
$123.000 capital stock. The cotton 
manufacturing company has 5,000 
spindles, employs 140 hands, has 
annual consumption of 4,000 bales, 
the product of ducks, osnaburgs and 
heavy drills is valued at $260,000. The 
cotton seed of] mill is valued at $85,00v, 
and its annual output at $50,000. The 
illustration shown. on this page includes 
a view of a $10,000 sale of oil a few 
years ago, this being the largest single 
sale of cotton oil ever known in Georgia. 
At that time the fluid was worth only 24 
cents, while at this time it is quoted ar 
37 cents, and would actordingly be worth 
60 per cent more delivered today. A 
few months ago a new electric light and 
power company was organized with a 
capital stock of $100,000, and is prepar- 
ing to furnish light and power to the 
little city. 

The cotton receipts and shipments of 
Mitchell county are about 15,000 bales of 
upland and 3,000 bales of sea island cot- 
ton, each year, three-fourths of which 
is handled at Pelham.

Bank Reveals Prosperity. 

The Farmers’ bank was organized last 

year with a capital of $50.000,. and the 
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amount was readily subscribed, part of 
the stock being taken by Atlanta capi- 
talists. The necessity for banking facil- 
ities and the value of such an institution 
had for some time been mani- 
fest in the community. When it is re- 
called that the bank only opened its 
doors a few months ago and in a com- 
munity where none had been before the 
following statistics, showing the celerity 
With which the farmers took up the plan 
of depositing their savings, will prove 
worthy of note. A statement of the con- 
dition at the close of business December 
7, 1903, showed $50,212.62. in deposits, 
$7,344.0! undivided profits, loans and dis- 
counts amounting to $73,376.75, and only 
$21.77 in overdrafts.

Pelham is the favorite. market place 
for farmers living within a radius of many 
miles, and there is hardly a day during 
the. season that many wagon loads vf 
tle fleecy staple are not drawn up in 
fgyont of the Hand ‘Trading Company's 
store, facing the railroad. Many con- 
tracts have already been closed for the 
delivery of this season’s crop at [2% 
cents per pound, and, needless to remark, 
the farmers in Mitchell are preparing to 
raise cotton.

Fifteen cent cotton proved a powerful 
loadstone which drew people to the cot- 
ton growing sections of the south from 
all parts of the country. More people 
mean more workers, enhancement in 
land values, more hands to dig from the

man’s sustenance. Since the close of the 
Civil War, lands in portions of south 
Georgia hag ben going for $1! to $10 per 
acre, when its producing value has been 
easily $20 to $30 per acre. 

A comparison of Mitchell county with 
Mariborough county in south Carolina, 
evokes some very remarkable facts. it 
1900 Marlborough county had 52,000 pop- 
ulation, Mitchell 14,767 The former 
county yielded one bale cotton per 
acre on land commanding $50, whereas 
ordinary farm lands in Mitchell produce 
8 pounds of seed cotton per acre with 
the aid of but one-half the amount of 
fertilizer employed in the other. Consid- 
ering the difference in cost of production 
and the rapidly increasing population 
of the Georgia county, the conclusion is 
obvious. More people to develop the 
country is all that ie naadad in Mitahall 
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and the reward of industry and persever- 
ance is unequalled. 

Where the pir have been cut, rich 
farming lands have been iaid open to cul- 
tivation, and fruits and grains are being 
produced in abundanag. The diversity of 
crops in Mitchell is a matter deserving 
comment. The county produces melons. 
peaches, cabbages, strawberries, corn, 
cotton, wheat, oats, sugar cane, tobacco, 
broom grass and a slight amount of rice. 
In this startling variety the people are 
not so much interested as in the problem 
of how to-make the most of their natural 
and abundantly ylelding crops. The coun- 
ty -raised in 1900 one-tenth of the sea 
island cotton crop of the United States. 
an acre yielding about 200 pounds—worth 
between 20 and 30 cents. ‘ 

The average yleld of crops in Mitchell 
to the acre is as follows: Corn, 20 bush- 
els; oats, 25 bushels; Irish potatoes, 100 
bushels: sweet potafoes, 150 bushels; field 
peas, 20 bushels# peanuts, 35 bushels; 
seed cotton 500 to 14,000 pounds, and su- 
gar cane sirup. 300 gallons. 

Timber and Pine Products. 

Its yellow pine made south Georgia the 
seene of vast onerations in the manufac- 
ture of naval stores and lumber. Saw 
mills cutting as much as 100,000 feet of 
lumber daily are.in evidence in several 
sections today, ‘but with the vast de- 
struction of the forests from. boxing and 
cutting only 20 per cent of the original 
pine growth still remeains. In places 
smaller trees are growing up to take the 
place of the destroyed pines. The annual 
output of lumber in Mitchel] is 20,000,- 
000 superficial teet, having a commercial 
Value of SIO per thousand feet. There 
are in the county fifteen saw mills, and 
as many turpentine distilleries, all in ae- 
tive operation. 

At Albany, 26 miles north of Mitchell, 
and also at Moultrie, are creosote plants, 
enterprises that consume pine knots and 
stumps of pines in the manufacturé of 
oils, tar and chemicals, thus extending 
the faval stores industry to include all 
the waste products of the forest and 
field. No man need go to the expense 
now of clearing his lands and by the old 
methods destroy the stumps, for the cre- 
asote plants will contract to clear the 
fields for the pine roots and rich tar 
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New Railroad. 

A few weeks’ ago a hew railroad, 26 
miles in length, from Pelham to Doerun, 
on the Georgia Northern railroad, was 
combleted, opening to development a vast 
area of northern and western Mitchell 
county. It is called the Flint River and 
Northwestern and bisacts 200,000 acres 
of fertile hammock land, most of which 
is well timbered and has never been 
worked in the early stages of the turpen- 
tine industry. ; 
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has been the means of bringing at least 
$10,000 to the mpidly increasing trade of 
Pelham.

In an interview Mr. Sale, presidert of 
the road, declared it was the intention 
of the company to build southward into 
Bainbridge and from Doerun to Fitzger- 
ald, where, by .purchase, the road will 
acquire a 20-mile track of the Hawkins- 
ville and Florida Southern; thence build 
into Adrian; crossing the Southern and 
the Saaboard Air Line roads at McRae. 
From Adrian the company will operate 
Over the tracks of the W. and M. V. 
to Wadley, jeaving only 60 miles to be 
built in order to, reach Augusta. The 
whole distance from Bainbridge to Au- 
gusta is’ 210 miles and {5 miles of this 
direct route is already built. When the 
road is fully ¢gompleted this will give it 
an advantage over the Central into Au- 
gusta, via Savannah route, of about 200 
miles, and over the Atlantic Coast Line 
a saving in distance of 500 miles. 

The two great objective points tn con- 
nection with the construction of the road 
are Augusta and Bainbridge, each of 
which havine low transportation rates be- 
cause of deep water navigation connec- 
tion, being eSpecially desirable in the 
further development cf the country trib- 
utary to them. 

in the study of the above account of 
the advantages offered by the section 
around Pelham, one should also take into 
consideration the value of al) other vyvil- 
lages and towns of this and adjacent 
counties.

LTHOUGH it is true that palaces, 

great halls and* stately mansions do

Interesting Historical Talk.

HB cotton boll worm is the subject 

of a most interesting and impor- 

tant pamphlet just issued by the 
United States department of agriculture, 
the appearance, habits, life cycle and 
generally destructive nature of the worm 
is handled in farmers’ bulletin No. 191, 
prepared by A. L. Quaintance, who is 
the government agent having charge 
of recent boll worm investigations. 

The boll worm has long been known 
RS a deadiv enemy to cotton. As early 
as 1841, it was found in the cotton fields 
Around Tallahassee, Fla., and in the 
course of a few years became quite de- 
structive. It was seriously injurious to 
cotton in Alabama in 1847, in the state 
Of Mississippi in 1850 and in Loulsiana 
In the year 1867. The increased injury 
dilring the past few years, notably in 
certain portions of Texas, led congress 
to order a further investigation of this 
Insect’ by the divsion of entomology, since 
the largely increased production of cotton 
had led to greatly augmented loss from 
the insect. 

Arrangements were made for growing 
cotton on a contract plan with planters 
at Calvert, Wilispoint and Hetty, Tex., 
In all, 140 acres being cultivated. The 
plot was in the midst of the area most 
Injured by the imsect. ‘The ravages of the 
boll weevil in 1903 were mainly confined 
to Texas and the southern part of the 
Indian Territory. ‘Tt is estimated that 
the loss would conservatively approxi- 
mate 90.000 bales. At $50 per bale, this 
would mean a loss of $4,500,000, and the 
value of the cotton seed being added 
would bring up the total to. at least, 
$5,000,000. 


Appearance and Habits. 


Little is known of the origin of the boll 


yorm The species was described from 
vrope in 1759. and first made its ap- 
pearance in this country in 1841. The 
cotton boll worm is identical with the 
bud worm of corn, the tassel worm, corn 
ear worm and tomato frult worm. Boll 
worm eggs may be readily seen on the 
fresh silk of corn. They are oval in 
shape and whitish or yellow in color, and 
hateh in from two and one-half to six 
days, depending upon the temperature. 
It is only during this larval existence 
that injury is inflicted. Newly-hatched 
holl worms are very smal! and are us- 
ually overlooked by planters until they

are of sufficient size to attack the buds, 
squares and young bolls. The boll worm 
is a voracious feeder and grows rapidly, 
completing its growth during summer 
in from twelve to fifteen days. During 
cool weather its growth is much slower. 
A full grown larva measures from 1% 
to 114 inches in length. The body Is 
stout and tapers slightly® toward the 
When full 
leaves its food 
plant, burrows below the soil surface 
some 2 to §& inches and constructs 4a 
more or less upright cell, reaching near- 
ly to the surface of the ground, to admit 
of the ready exit of the moth. The 
pupal stage may be entered within the 
ear of corn or the cotton boll in which 
the larva was feeding, lasting in summer 
from nine to twelve days. From this 
it may be seen that the insect may go 
through all its transformation from egg 
to adult, during summer, in about twen- 
ty-three to thirty days. During spring 
and fall, however, the rate of develop- 
ment is much slower. The average life 
of nine individuals at Victoria was for- 
ty-four days during the spring. 


Plants Attacked. 

The boll worm is practically omniver- 
ous and the list of plants upon which it 
has beén found feeding is very large. In 
the United States it is destructive prin- 
cipally to corn, cotton, tomatoes and yva- 
rfous garden crops. The combined loss 
places fhe bo™ worm among the foremost 
injurfOus Insects of the world. 

The numDer of annual generations of 
the boll worm in the cotton belt varies 
from about four to seven, depending on 
the latitude, with an av¥erage of about 
five. Owing to the irregularity in time 
of appearance of moths from the ground 
in the spring and the variation in the 
rate of growth of different individuals 
from various causes, there results a con- 
siderable breaking up of generations, so 
fhat tiese are rarely marked. Thus, in 
1903, in Texas, the inscct in all stages, 
from egg to adult, was to be found in 
considerable numbers in the same field 
at any given time throughout the sea- 
son. This condition, however, may have 
becn due in part to the lateness of the 
season. Furthermore, there may be nu- 
merous distinct generations in ihe same 
locality, or even on the same plantation. 

In general, the nroths are out in max!- 
m:tim numbers & the spring in any lo- 
eality in the cotton belt at a time whiy 
fleld corn is mostly from 8 to 20 inches 
high and they deposit by far the greater 
pert of their eggs on these pfants.

Late Plowing Remedy. 

A consideration of the boll worm on 
cotton requires some regard as to its oc- 
currence on corn. Notwithstanding the 
large number of eggs deposited on the 
leaves, tassel and fresh silk of corn, the 
number of which sometimes amounts to 
twenty-five on a single small plant, only 
a small proportion of the larvae ever 
reach full growth.

By 
good cultivation is meant five or six 
plowings, with three or four choppings. 
By plowing and cultivating in this way a 
good crop may usually be insured before 
the boll worms become destructive in 
August. In the territory with 
the cotton boll weevil this course becomes 
doubly necessary, as @ is only by such 
methods that ordinarily a crop of cotton 
may be made. The possibility of the 
plants developing a crop after the boll 
worms may leave is removed on account 
of the nresence of the weevil. Farly 
Planting of early maturing varieties will 
also allow of the crop being gathered 
much earlier in the fall than is possible 
with piantings of ordinary gin seed at the 
usual time. It will thus become possible 
to a considerable extent to clear the land 
of the plants and plow in the fall, which, 
aside from being good farm practice, will 
exert a very beneficial influencs in con- 
trolling the boll worm by breaking .open 
their hibernation cells and exngsing the 
pupae to the influences of cold and rain 
during the winter. 

The Above recommendations involve no 
Outlay of labor and capital not requisite 
to successfy! cotton culture, and, fur- 
thermore, agree entirely with the best 
known methods of circumventing the 
ravases of the Mexican cotton boll 
weevil.

The transfer of Mrs. Maybrick from the 
penal prison at Aylesbury to the delight- 
ful home of the Epiphany sisters in Tru- 
fo appears to have been due to Adeline. 
duchess of Bedforc. In wher capacity of 
visitor to Aviesbury prison the duchess, 
for a long time past, has taken acuie 
Interest in Mrs. Maybrick. Eventually she 
RFuceeeded in persuading the authorities 
to alilow Mrs. Maybrick to serve the last 
few months 0§ her sentence under less 
Revere discipline. Having been interested 
fn the Truro home of the Sisters of the 
Epiphany. it was only natural that the 
dowager duchess of Bedford should send 
Mrs. Maybrick there. The removal of the 
prisoner from Aylesbury occurred some 
weeks ago. Since then Mrs. Maybrick’s 
whereabouts have been the 
much surmise and unfounded report. 

How Prisoner Passes Times. 

Mrs. Mavbrick wears an ordinary black 
dress, generally with a little white frill at 
her throat. She rises at 6 in the morning 
in a pleasant but severely furnished room. 
She takes her tmesls and spends her day 
in the silence that is imposed by religious 
discipline. Part of her routine consists 
jn working in the sewing room. where the 
Sisters of the Epiphany, always in si- 
Yence, maké their own clothes. At exer- 
cige intervals Mrs. Maybrick walks be- 
tween Cornish hedges with the sisters 
and the other ‘‘visitors.’’ With One ex- 
ceplion she might be some friend of the 
eisterhood come to seek stern relaxation 
from the vanities of the world. That 
exception is when the recreation inter- 
val occurs, and when, over their ted, the 
Sisters of the Epiphany and the inmates 
of their house chatter gaily of things 
mundane, without fear or penance. Then 
it is that Mrs. Maybrick has to retire to 
her room alone. The harshness of this 
enforced solitude !s more apparent than 
real. because through it Mrs. MaybDrick 
avoids the inevitable and awkward ques- 
tion. 

Mrs. Mavbrick is allowed only such lit- 
erature as the Sisters of the Epiphany 
consider advisable. Newspapers are de- 
nied to her, though surreptitiously she 
received one or two. This, being discov- 
ered, was followed by~-severe reprimand. 
Mrs. Maybrick must be in bed by 9 
o'clock. 

For various reasons it is announced in 
the sisterhood that Mrs. G—— is just re- 
covering from an attack of influenza. As 
a matter @f fact, Mrs. Maybrick’s health 
eeems to be all that can be desired. 

According to present plans Mrs. May- 
brick will remain with the Sisters of the 
Epiphany until the home secretary gives 
her full freedom, which is expected in 
July. 

Im ber present retreat Mrs. Maybrick 
appears happy. The change from prison 
fare and discipline is, by comparison, 
tantamount to freedom. Many women 
belonging to well known families seek 
temporary rest from the whirl of socie- 
ty in the religious quiet that now shel- 
ters the man whose gujlt er inno- 
cence once set England and America by 
the ears.

Rouge’’—done :nte English as “The 
Arm of. the Law’’—has captured London, 
just as it captured Paris and Berlin, its 
production in the United States probably 
is only a matter of weeks—or months at 
most. When first this uncommonly suc- 
cessful’ piece was given in Paris it was 
intensely purposeful. ‘‘La Robe Rouge” 
(the red robe) referred to that worn by 
judges in France, and the author’s ob- 
ject was to show to what lengths Gallic 
law empowered a magistrate to go in 
bully.ng a prisoner in order to make him 
confess. Hence the play was rather full 
of technicalities. For use in Germany, 
the drama was merely translated, but, it 
having been represented to M. Brieux 
that Anglo-Saxon audiences would not be 
greatly interested in the portions of his 
work which were almost purely legal, 
the piaywright consented to recast it, and 
made such liberal cuts that the play's 
original four acts have been reduced 1 
three, these being concerned only w.th 
the powerful story which “The Arm of 
the Law” has to tell. 

Arm of the Law. 

Mouzon, the examining magistrate of a 
little French town, is the central figure 
in the play. ,Unscrupulous and desirous 
only for promotion, we find him, at the 
beginning of the first act, impatient over 
the comparatively sma:l number of con- 
victions which he has been ale to gain 
during the past year. Suddenly new8$ 
comes of the murder of an elderly man 
in the neighborhood, and immediately the 
magistrate is possessed of but one desire— 
to bring some one to the guillotine for the 
crime by fair means or foul. He arrests 
a peasant, Pierre Etchepare, the husband 
of a woman named Yanetta, and, once 
having got them in court, he endeavors 
by tricks, by threats; and by cajoler-es, 
to draw confession from one and con- 
demnatory evidence from the other. He 
does not succeed in this, but he does 
succeed in ruining the couple’s happiness. 
For he manages to draw from Madame 
Etchepare the story of an episode in her 
‘“‘nast’’ which her husband never has 
known. It seems that,.as.a girl of six- 
teen, Yanetta was betrayed by a man 
and forced by him to receive money which 
he had stolen, ‘for which offense she was 
impr:soned for a month. Years after, to 
her came Pierre Etchpare with his love. 
For months she refused to marry him, 
being unwilling to tell him her story, 
bit finally consented, going to the altar, 
however, with sealed lips. Their wedded 
life has been happy and they have chil- 
dren. After hearing this tale. extorted 
from his wife by Mouzon in the public 
court, however, Etchpare spurns her. He 
is acquitted of the charge of murder, but 
refuses to have anything td do with his 
wife, declaring that he will take their 
children away with him to America 

Toward the end of the last act we see 
Yanetta, alone and broken hearted, in 
an ante-room of the court. Mouzon en- 
ters, radiant. He has failed to get Etche- 
pare conv.cted, it is true, but he is sure 
that he has earned promotion. On the 
table lies a paper knife—a rather grew- 
some present made to the magistrate by 
the folk of the locality for his efforts itp 
bringing another murderer to justice. 
Yanetta picks up the weapon, kills the 
magistrate with it, and the curtain falls. 
The French author having scored his 
point against the law of his country, does 
not even think ft necessary to tell. us 
whether Etchepare was guilty or not. 

At the Garrick. theater Arthur Bour- 
chier, whose fortunes, of ate, have been 
rather on the wane, has made a really 
striking success as Mouzon, and his wife,

Bill Poster Censorship. 

The Bil] Posters’ Association, a power- 
ful organization which controls most of 
the outdoor advert,sing spaces in London 
and throughout the country, has just ¢un- 
stituted {tself a censor and preserver of 
public morals. [nstigated thereto by com- 
plaints, mainly from clergymen, that 
sensational theatrical posters operate as 
incentives to crime and encourage de- 
pravity in the young, this grandmotherlv 
body has issued an edict that hereafter 
lurid lithographs depict:ng the gory tri- 
umphs of stage villainy, or outraged in- 
nocence taking the law into its own han: 
with pistol and poinard, will no longer 
be pasted up by members of its associa- 
tion to arousé¢ the blood-thirsty instincts 
of a weak and err.ng British pubtic. Vil- 
lainy may be depicted a prey to the. pangs 
of remorse, and innocence on bended 
knee appealing to heaven for succor, but 
they must not be shown abandoning 
themselves to the primitive instincts of 
fallen human nature. In other words, the 
Bill Posters’ Association has put its foot 
down hard on pictorial displays of what 
gallery patrons regard as ‘hot stuff.”’ 

It has appointed a committee tn ex- 
amine theatrical posters deemed to be of 
an immoral tendency and empowered this 
committee to order the removal of of- 
fensive details and insist on such altera- 
tions as may be necessary io render them 
innocuous, under penalty of refusing to 
stick them up. From designs submitted 
to them thege censors have already blot- 
ted out many blood-dripping daggers and 
smoking revolves. and glasses of wine 
and packs of cards are likely to be aa 
harshly dealt with. 

All this is agreeable enough to the pur- 
veyors of drawing room comedies and 
physiological plays, but it has aroused the 
wrath of theatrical proprietors who go in 
for melodrama. “If I didn’t have sensa- 
tional posters,’’ said one of these the 
other day, “I Should lose half my au- 
diences. As to saying they are incentives 
to crime, that is simply 
To which a’ member of the censor com- 
mittee of the Bill Posters’ Association 
replies, ‘‘We do not assert that @hese ob- 
jectionable pictures are an actual incen- 
tive to crime, but we do say that they 
may become so, and they cannot have an 
edifying effect on the beholder.” The 
pub.ic has yet to be heard on the subject.

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PATHETIC PICTURES AND TALES 
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FROM SUFFERING MACEDONIA 


No tales of suffering are more harrow- 
ing than those which come from far off 
Macedonia. 

?“The following letter, clipped from an 
exchange, tells a pitiful and truthful 
story. It is thrillingly interesting: 

‘The villages of Malko-Tirnovo, Kirk 
Klisse, (Lozengrad—city of vineyards) and 
Vasilco, Kazas districts, were attacked 
and burned by Turkish who 
butchered the innocent population, as- 
saulted the women, and pillaged every- 
where. Everyone was obliged to flee 
for his life, through woods and moun- 
tains. to free Bulgaria, chased by the 
infuriated Turks. Many mothers in their 
flight left their children. Many bands 
of refugees were overtaken by the Turks 
and found their graves in mountain 
ravines. 

‘Last August I wrote you from Yam- 
bol, under my impressions of what I saw 
on the Turkish borders, about 45 kilo- 
meters south of Bourgas. My guide took 
me to the camp of the newly arrived 
refugees on the border, in the Bulgarian 
territory. The woods around 


troops, 


were all j 


alive, There were about 8,000 refugees , 
there—ragged and sorrowful] refugees. All 
were dispersed in the-woods in . small 
bands. Many families lamented the loss 
of one or two of their dear ones who 
had been killed or lost in the moun- 
tains. Here and there some sick refugees 
lay groaning. Children were born dur- 
ing this flight and mothers suffered with- 
out the tender care of a doctor or nurse, 
not having even dry bread to é€at. I 
begged in the camp some bread for one 
of them. Hungry children were crying 
for food, but there was none. Flour was 
brought, and a handful given to each 
person in a family to last for twenty- 
four hours. The women at Once spread 
pieces of cloth on the ground, and began 
mixing bread. In every direction were 
built fires and soon sma}| cakes were cov- 
ered with hot ashes and coal-te ceok for 
the children, who were impatient to sat- 
isfy their hunger. The scene was very 
touching. I could net keep back my 
tears in view,of such gpisery. 
“New ands of refiigéep arrived con- 
stantly. . Women loaded with clothing 


or with some dear ehild,, were breathing 


laboriously. I saw numbers of 4 or 5- 
year-old: children walking, exceedingly 
tired, led by the hand, because the mother 
or father were obliged to carry the 
younger brother or sister, Old Women, 
bent double, were cursing the day and 
hour in which they were born. Every 
band of refugees was escorted by several 
armed elderiv men, because the younger 
ones were either fighting with the enemy 
or clearing ‘the way for the escape of the 
defenseless population. I saw an 80- 
year-old woman with two sticks, and 
barefooted, who had walked about fifty 
or sixty kilometers to the boundary, and 
had to walk forty-five kilometers more 
to Bourgas. A young woman, without 
relatives and friends, was weeping as 
she walked, carrying one of her chil- 
dren about three vears old on her back, 
another, about six months old, on one 
‘arm; and a third, 5 years oH, led by the 
hand. 

“During the niglit, all slept in the open 
air around their fires. Here, and in this 
way they passed several days, till rested, 
and then went on to Bourgas. 
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“All the refugees from the Adrianopo- 


lis vilayet, as fat as my knowledge gdés, 
‘number about ten fhousand. I saw my- 


| self about eight thousand come to Bour- 


gas, and from «that city they were sent 
to the neighboring towns and villages 
of south Bulgaria. .In Yamboil and the 
villages of our district, we have 128 fam- 
ilies, with more than 600 souls. The lo- 
cal benevolent committee takKea care for 
the food. By the “term” ‘food’ must be 
understood only bread, because till now 
the vefugees° have been provide only 
with bread. Almost all the refugees are 
poorly clad. They have no bedding. The 
weather ts quite cold. Our nation, being 
very poor, can house and feed them, but 
we cannot supply them with clothes, The 
Bulgarian national congress voted, 500,- 
000 francs for the refugees, besides the 
many thousands given previously by the 
government; but the need is so gréat, 
that this help is almost imperceptible. 
Benevolent people from foretgn countries 
have done much to relieve a good deal 
of suffering, but there is yet to be dune 
tenfold more in order to meet even the 
most urgent needs. Mrs. Marriage Al- 
len, a henevolent Dnglsh friend, has yis- 
ited personally Bourgas, Sleven and 
Yambho]. To the refugeés in the town of 
Yamibol, she gave with her own hand 
some woollen cloth, sHirting and wool 
for knitting stockings. As her agent in 
our district, @ have given one quilt to 
every family, to larger families two, and 
to large families beds. 

One of the wildest and most lawlesg dis- 
tricts in the world (not excepting Africa) 
is the district of Diber, to the northwest 
of Monastir. The dominant race there is 
the Albanian (Gheg division), whose 
scions proudly call themselves shkipe- 
tars. or ‘‘Eagle people.”’ All the males 
are walking arsenals, and very commonly 
act on the motto, “a word and a bilow— 
and the blow first.”” Not only do they 
plunder the Bulgariang of their Own vi- 
cinitv, but they keep the adjoining dis- 
tricts in constant terror, raiding them, 
“lifting’’ their live stock, and generally. 
disporting themselves as did the Doones 
of Blackmore’s famous novel. 

The village of Lahtchany was looted 
and burned last summer, although but 
one inhabitant was killed—the rest hav- 
ing fled. After the storm passed, they 
returned and built some huts, reclaiming 
part of their looted sheep and cattle, and 
began collecting cooking utensils, ete. 
But on November 7 a band of the Diber- 
ites swooped down upon them and picked 
clean the bones of their substance, leav- 
ing them neither hide nor. hoof of live 
stock, nor anything else worth taking 
away. It was no new experience; but it 
came uncommonly hard this year. 

In r@ief work, it has been found 
wisest to have ar agent visit each burn- 
ed or looted vilttge, that hé may judge 
of its condition’ for Himself. Phe villag- 
ers are called together and careful] lists 
of families which have suffered is made, 
noting the number of souls in each; the 
number. of children 5 years old or un- 
der (as these receive half of an aduit’s 
food allowance); how long their own food 
will last them—if they have any. Ag it 
is the custom of the sons of a household 
to rear their families under the paternal 
roof, it often happens that there are fif- 
teen or more people in a house. As re- 
gards bedding, it is necessary to note in 
how many groppes they.sleep; how many 
people to @ group; and whether all are 
coverless, or whether they managed to 
save enough bedding to supply one or 
more of the groups. The sad homes and 
broken hearts make the ¢haritable work- 
era often soul-sick. But the good work 
of helping goes on, nevertheless.

XTREMES met in the fortress 
F palace of Herod Antipas on the oe- 

casion of his birthday banquet. 
Nazaritish abstemiousness kept vigil in 
the dungeon. Herod in wantonness blazed 
and reeled in the banquét chamber. Self- 
oblivious devotion below is matched by 
an overweening ambition above. The 
forgiving spirit, ready to pray for de- 
spiteful users, is offset by a vindictive 
thirst for the blood of one whOoOge very 
life wag a rebuke to sinners. On the inky 
agate of the Herodian court the character 
of ohn Baptist stood out in high relief, 
a clearcut cameo of snowy tuster. 

If any Herod ever needed a post-grad- 
uate course in the art of luxury. this one 
had it. He received his finishing touches 
during his visit to Rome. At that capital 
of debauchery he contracted the _  in- 
cestuous and adulterous connection 
which called forth the Baptist’s stern 
and constant “It is not lawful.’’ 

This banguet seems to have been, in 
part at least, a military affair. Antipas 
was toasting and feasting his officers. 
Hie was putting them in heart for the 
war into which his unnatural crime had 
plunged him. Theif ivory couches rested 
upon tesselated floor of banquet hall In 
the marble palace, within the impreg- 
nable fortress of Macherus. The tet- 
rarch’s had brought in haste from every 


_quarter the daintiest viands of fish, flesh, 


and fowl, while wine filled golden goblets 
to their brim, and the air was scented 
with jet and spray of perfume.

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Ye shall hear of wars and rumors of 
wars; see that ye be not troubled: : : : 
the end is not vet ... . .there shall be 
famines and earthquakes in divers places. 

There shall arise false Christs 
and false prophets, and shall shew great 
signs and wonders; so as to lead astray, 
if possible, even the elect. (Matt. 24:6). 

We live in a spectacular age, an age 
of dramatic situations, an age of fanat- 
ics and fads in religion. A Boston paper 
is responsible for the statement that 
there are now living three men, each pos- 
ing as the Messiah—one in Persia, one in 
India, and one in Engiand. Strangely 
enough, despite these high claims. three 
other men are set up, éach claiming to 
be Elijah, the herald of Messiah—oné ts 
little Known, one is named Sanford. and 
is settled in Boston with a snug fortune: 
and last, John Alexander Dowie, who 
has just begun a world tour, tn which he 
will sweep into his train millions of 
credulous followers, and into his coffers 
millions of ill-gotten treasure! There 
are a dozen different kinds of cranks in 
Jerusalem, waiting for something to hap- 
pen! And now in New York. a man 
named Toler, a disciple of Mrs. Eddy, 
and a broken down Wall street crank. has 
had a startling revelation! 

The simple are carrted off on every 
wind of doctrine. 

In this address, in Matthew 24, Jesus 
foretélls his. return and then 

Warns His disciples against expecting 
it too early. and go prepares their minds 
for the reception of the practical truths 
in connection with carrying out the great 
commisston. 

Nearly 111 the erroneous interpretations 
of this difficult chapter atise from a fe- 
verfsh desire to introduce dates into it. 
when there is an entire absenee of time, 
and Christ studiously avoided dates. ‘Tt 
is not for vou to know ti or seasons, 
which the Father hath set within his own 
authority. 

Most of the charts in current use to 
show the future ages are not only worth- 
less trash, but impious and irreverent. 

Despite the difficulties, there are some 
Clearly stated facts and events connected 
with this great impending advent. 

Jesus, in the text. mentions some 
real signs of His return. 

Wars and Rumors of Wars: Famines 
and Karthquakes.—Certainly the past few 
years have seen fulfillment enough of this 
prediction. A famine in India, great cat- 
aclysms of nature in divers vlaces, and 
now the papers filled with ‘‘wars and 
rumors of war.” 

To the fanatic these are ominous signs, 
but to the well informed Christian, with 
these words as a lamp to his feet, these 
are but human history and ordinafy dis- 
Plays of natural forces. ‘See that ye 
be not troubled.’’ 

False Christs, false prophets and false 
religions are also foretold as unreal signs 
of the end. Concerning such a claim 
We are told, ‘Believe it not.” There 
have always been imitators. Our age 
seems to have a superabundance. It is a 
religious age and nothing is easier than 
to start a new religion? 

Jesus gives His disciples some real 
signs of His coming and_ intervening 
events upon which a sane faith may rely 
and from which it draws comfort. 7 
This gospel shall be preached in. the 
whole world for a testimony unto al! na- 
tions, and then shall the end come Has 
this been done? Just how fully it is to 
be preafched is not explained Rua pid 
Strides are being taken. 

Dr. Horton, of England, recently said 
at a great meeting: “It is -caleculated 
that the sporadic efforts of the eighteenth 
century proditced 70,000 converts. War- 
neck estimates that as qa result of the 
nineteenth century there are. 11,000,000 
Christians won from heathendom. If 
we may work out a proportion: As 7,000 
is to 11,000,000, so is 11,000,000 to |.- 
650,000,000; that is the probable popula- 
tion of the globe in tne year 2.000 A. D."’ 
Is the world to be brought to Christ 
speedily, so that His truth shall engirdle 
the earth? Many hope so and see prom- 
ise of tt. On the other hand, are sin 
and revellion to increase until Christ 
comes? Some seem to think: so; but in 
éither case.the success or failure of our 
work is not the eriterion by which our 
efforte shall be determined, but our nigh- 
est incentive is Christ's plain commands. 
The gospel is to be a testimony, a stand- 
ard of judgment. Woe to that person 
who has heard it and goes ungarmented 
and unshriven into the holy presence! 
Are good and evi] both to increase un- 
til the end? Some prophecies seem to 
mean this. They are hard to reconcile 
and yet, in the past, has it not been 
true that, as good has grown and mul- 
tiplied itself a millionfold, iniquity has 
algo abounded and appeared blacker in 
contrast? 

It is expressly foretold that men 
and seducers shal! wax worse and worse." 
There are also promises of a millennial 
Or golden age in which Christians shall 
reign with Christ.
